SEWER LABORERS STRIKE. 

ITALIAN* qtTIT WORK O.V THE NEWTO.V 
SEWERAOE SYSTEM. 

Upward of 200 Italian laborers, em- 
ployed by Contractor Killian of Brighton 
on the construction work of the sewer- 
age system, quit work yesterday, and de- 
manded an increase in pay and shorter 
hours. They have been working 10 
hours, and have been receiving $1.50 per 
day. They want nine hours and $1.60 
per day. 

One reason which the men give for 
quitting work, and which accounts for 
much of the discontent among the strik- 
ers, is the difference between tiie wages 
paid by Contractor Killian and those 
paid to the Italians who are employed 
upon the Metropolitan sewer. The lat- 
tei receive $1.75 per day, and work only 
nine hoars. 

The present strike i* the first of a se- 
rious nature that has occurred since the 
work on the Newton sewerage system 
was commenced about two months since. 
The men have refused positively to re- 
sume work at the old price, and stated 
that they would depart for some other 
field of labor if their demands were not 
acceded to. 

Some kiDd of a compromise was ef- 
fected this morning as the usual force of 
men is at work again. The men are con- 
stantly changing, most ot them staying 
only a few days at a time.

The hospital grounds have been nearly 
all put in order around the buildings, 
but there is a preat deal of grading and 
sodding to be none when the funds are 
contributed. Some of our citizens who 
are fond of landscape gardening might 
take hold of this work and lav out these 
grounds in such a way that they would 
become as attractive as a public park. 

Among the things needed on these 
grounds are some rustic benches to place 
around under the shady trees. Some of 
the carpenters in our city who want to 
do something for the hospital have a 
chance to show their skill and good wi’l 
at tbe same time.

HEARING ON TURNOUTS. 

The hearing on the Newton Street 
Railway’s application to change the loca- 
tion of its turnouts ou River street was 
then opened. 

Superintendent Henderson said the 
change was absolutely necessary if the 
road was to keep up to its time table. 
The board had moved the turnout iu 
West Newton down to Greenwood 
avenue, and that made too long a run 
between that and the River street turn- 
out, so that cars were delayed at both 
places. It was impossible to make the 
schedule time on tliisstretch of the road, 
and it was desired to have the turnout 
on River street so as to shorten the dii- 
tunce. He iiad heard that there were 
objections to its being near the school 
house, and it would be laid s j that the 
nearest point would be 70 feet from tire 
school house. It was necessary now to 
rush ou this pait of the line and kill time 
on the others. 

M lyor llibbai'd asked if some arrange- 
ments coul 1 not be made so there could 
be some rush on the Newton end of the

Goo. M. Cox appeared as spokesman 
for the remonstrants, and ut first started 
on his old tirade against cars on the side 
of River street, lie was reouested to 
confine himself to the case in hand. He 
baid the turnout would be dangerous for 
the school chilclieu. in the course of 
his talk he said the road could do most 
anything with the city government. The 
mayor asked him what lie meant? He 
said, anyway, it has not complied with 
tbc older of the last board. 


Thomas Maguo said every parent ex- 
cept two had signed the petition not to 
have the turnout near the school house. 
He and another man went around Sun- 
day afternoon and got them to Rign. and 
ho found the feeling unanimous. 

He was asked if there would be more 
danger with the cars going slow as they 
had to on entering and leaving a turnout, 
than there would be if they went past 
the school house at full speed. He said 
lie thought there would he and the turn- 
out ought to be 300 leet away. 

Sunt. Henderson said it was [easy to 
see that the danger to children who get 
on the tracks would be less on the turn- 
out than anywhere else. In answer to a 
question from one of the remonstrants 
ho* said a child had fallen on the track 
and the car had been stopped in 30 feet, 
and the child was not Injured. He said 
the cars were equipped witli slow speed 
motors and could not go over nine miles 
an hour. If cars with the West End 
motors were run in Newton, people would 
see the difference, ns with them fast time 
could be made. 

Mr. | Welsh also spoke agaiust the turn 
out. 

Mr.IIeuderson said he would have plans 
made of the proposed change and sub- 
mit to the board at the-next meeting. 

The hearing was then closed. On mo- 
tion of Alderman Luke the nutter wSs 
referred, to a committee of three alder- 
men, with instruction to report. 

A healing was then given on the appli- 
cation of Geo.

No one appeared 
and the petition was granted.

LIFE OF A HORSE. 


JACK HOME AGAIN AFTER AN ABSENCE 
OF EIGHTEEN YEARS. 


In the year 1807 there was born on the 
farm of Laf orest Ellis, at Sidney, Me., 
(uiue miles from Suunyside, the home of 
Nelsou), a sorrel colt that is the subject 
of this sketch, aud could the horse talk 
he would furnish a story that would 
compare in a measure with “Black 
Beauty.”

For eighteen years Jack remained with 
them, and when, at the age of twenty- 
four years, his owners wished to have 
him speud the remainder of his days as 
comfortably as possible, made arrange- 
ments with Mr. Ellis, his first owner, to 
have him go back for the rest of his life 
to the farm where he was foaled. A 
short time ago he was placed comfortably 
in a car aud shipped to his old home, 
once more to occupy his old stall, that 
he had not seen for eighteen years. Mr. 
Ellis says that he is perfectly at home, 
and can open the stable door and untie 
hi6 halter the same as when a colt. To 
look at him, as he ruus about the farm 
helpiug himself to clover, lie seems as 
happy as a school boy. 

Jfcck in his old age is well preserved, 
as he always had the best of care at the 
stable of George W. Bush at Newton, 
where he was kept all these years. If 
others who have such faithful horses 
would be more c ireful to have them 
used well when they become old, it 
would be only just to be kind to them for 
the years of service they have given. 
After a horse has served his owner faith- 
fully, it would he better to have him 
killed or make some provision for his 
care rather than have him fall into the 
hands of the jockey, to be abused.

SKETCHES OF Till AGS AND PEOPLE 


IM THE BACKWOODS OF CALIFOHNIA. 

Getting into the Backwoods. 

We are standing upon the deck of tho 
magnificent steamer "Santa Rosa,” 
northward bound from San Pedro Bay 
and are now just entering the rock- 
bound harbor of Port Harford, San Luis 
Obispo county, near the middle of Cali- 
fornia’s western const. 

It is a June morning. Tho sun has 
risen full and clear, like n disk of crystal 
gold over the saw-toothed ridges of the 
blue "Coast Range.’’ 

Upon the water the morning air is 
cool, elastic, invigorating. 

Hero aud there in the deep blue heaven 
above us a few silver-white cloud-islands 
go Hunting lazily, dreamily down to tho 
w_st About us tho sea is deep and 
black aud smooth ns oil. 

There is no bench in front of us, but 
the wharf shoots straight out from the 
almost perpendicular mountain wall that 
rises sheer five hundred feet on three 
sides of the harbor. 

Against this everlasting barrier tho 
surges have thundered for ages, niul we 
cau see here and there where great 
masses have been underminded and have 
fallen splashing and foaming iuto the 
ever encroaching waters below, leaving 
as a witness great heaps of grauito rising 
in jagged islands about the bay, on 
which thousands of circling, screaming 
sea fowl have their homes and haunts. 

Wo look out to the westward ovor the 
illimitable expanse of tho Pacific, and 
away off, as far as the eye can roach, 
clear and beautiful, the blue of heaven 
mingles with the ocean’s blue, and be- 
comes one at the horizon. And we can 
see out there the white sails Hashing in 
the morning light, ami the long thin 
streak of smoke that marks the passiug 
steamer. 

And tho placid, shining waters rise 
and fall so calmly, so quietly, as though 
the broad-breasted ocean lay slumber- 
ing there under the golden light, that a 
meat hush comes over our spirits, aud 
we feel an unutterable sense of peace, 
aud rest, and quiet strength. 

But wlieu we turn again to where the 
breakers are hurling themselves against 
the mountain wall, Hinging their spray 
high into the air, churned to a cream- 
white foam, w hile the very earth trem- 
bles under the swift recurring shocks, — 
theQ we realize that we are looking up- 
on the very ideal of unrest, where 
strength meets strength, force battles 
with force, as the ever-charging, ever- 
vanquished phalanxes of ocean are 
hurled back seething and roaring from 
the shattered rocks before them. 

Is it any wouder that the nature loving 
Greeks, with souls keenly alive to all 
that was beautiful or inspiring in earth, 
sea aud sky, as they looked upon similar 
sights should have seen more iu them 
than we practical Americans do, see 
"bright-haired Apollo” guiding his M im- 
ing chariot through the sky, or i'earth- 
sliaking Neptune” rising from the deep 
and urging over the waves, his wind- 
swift coursers with white-flowing manes? 

But while we have been talking our 
steamer has been made fast to the wharf, 
we have taken oui seats in the waiting 
train, aud are being whirled along 
through a narrow, winding, echoing, 
canyon, and in a short time reach the 
picturesque old town of San Luis de 
Obispo, or “St. Louis the Bishop,” so 
called from tho fact that right boliitid 
the village is a high, thin, sharp-pointed 
mountain that looks very much like a 
Roman Catholic bishop’s hat. 

There are few objects of interest here, 
the old Spanish "mission” with its quaint 
interior and hand-made bells; the 
magnificent hotel "Ramona” named after 
Helen Hunt Jackson’s famous heroine, 
and some tile-covered Mexicau adobe 
houses. 

So we shall not tarry here longer than 
to get dinner and engage outside seats iu 
the six-horse stage upon which we are to 
ride for forty miles across the moun- 
tains. 

But the description of that stage ride 
must be left for another time.

CANOE AND BOAT RACES. 


INTERESTING EVENTS UNDER THE AUS- 
PICES OF THE NEWTON ROAT CLUU.

After getting a comfortable 
ducking the men scrambled iuto the 
canoes and paddled for all they were 
worth to the finish line. There were 
only two entries. It. A. Ballou, Jr., and 
John Linder, C. W. Cole and L. S. Drake, 
the former pair wiuniug by two leugtbs. 


Acting Capt. F. M. Crehore officiated 
as starter, President Eaton was judge at 
tho turn and Mr. Morton E. Cobb, super- 
intendent of flic course. 

In the evening, following the events on 
Ihe river, a promenade concert was en- 
joyed in tho boathouse. The building 
and grounds in tho vicinity were bril- 
liantly illuminated with Japanese lan- 
terns,* and within an orchestra discoursed 
catchy and pleasing music. Dancing 
was enjoyed from 8 until 10 o’clock. 
The evening festivities were attended 
by a large company of Newton society 
| people.

Tlio Wool Market. 

Wo wish to oak any interested or dis- 
interested person if the Increased pro- 
tection on Wool has been of any service 
whatever to the American producer? 
Those who belloved that the domestic 
wool would be advanced, and acted on 
that belief, lost money by it. It is gen- 
erally understood that the president of 
tho Protective Tariff League had bitter 
experience of this sort, as the result of 
which lie made an assignment, last .Janu- 
ary, and in April, instead of attending 
tho league’s home market dinner, be 
skipped off to Europe to avoid attending 
a meeting of his creditors iu obedience 
to an order from tho court. 


The Duty on Hops. 

Tho McKinley hill increased the duty 
on lropB from 8 to 15 cents a pound. Two 
sections of tho Union now produce our 
bops. The oldest, as well as the best 
and most extensive, comprises the coun- 
ties of Oneida, Otsego, Schoharie and 
Madison in New York, and produces a 
little more than 50 per cent, of our yearly 
hop crops. Wisconsin, ten years ago, 
produced over 2,000,000 pounds, hut now 
practically none, her vines having been 
destroyed by the vermin. The other 
section comprises the states of California, 
Oregon and Washington on the Pacific 
coast, and though the youngest, promises 
to he tho most important. In 1880 it 
produced only 2,000,000 pounds; last year 
It produced 10,000,000, against a produc- 
tion in New York of not over 18,000,000 
pounds. We have 00,000 acres of land 
devoted to hop culture, aud GOO pounds 
to the acre is an average crop, the total 
annual product being about 30,000,000 
pounds. 

In Europe, Germany and Franco are 
the ouly countries which produce enough 
hops for their own consumption. The 
most important hop growing section of 
Europe are in Bavaria aud Bohemia, and 
it is from these districts that all our im- 
ports come. England, on the other baud, 
is the largest importing country, and 
thither all the hops that we export are 
sent. 

Next to Germany the United States is 
the largest exporter of hops. In ordinary 
years we produce a large surplus for ex- 
port. In such years no tariff can be of 
any value to the American grower. In 
years whcu there is a scarcity brought 
about by a failure in our crop, the ouly 
effect of the tariff is to make the already 
high price still higher, aud just at the 
time when the farmer has uo hops to 
sell. 

The Effect of Free Trade. 

[By Henry George.) 

The notion that our maufactures 
would be suspended and our iron works 
closed and our coal mines shut down by 
the abolition of protection is a notion 
akin to that of “the tail wagging the 
dog.” Where are the goods to come 
from which are thus to “deluge our mar- 
kets,” and how are they to he paid for? 
There is not enough productive power in 
Europe to support them, nor are there 
ships to transport them, to say nothing 
of the effect upou European prices of the 
demands of sixty millions of people, who, 
head for head, consume more than any 
other people iu the world. Aud Biuce 
other countries are not goiug to deluge 
us with the products of their labor with- 
out demanding the products of our own 
labor in payment, any increase of our im- 
ports from tho abolition of protection 
would involve a corresponding increase 
in exports. 

The truth is that the change would 
not only bo beneficial to our industries 
at large— four-fifths of which, at least, 
are brought into competion with im- 
ported commodities— hut it would he 
beneficial even to the “protected” indus 
tries. In those that are sheltered by 
homo monopolies profits would ho re- 
duced; in those in which the tariff per- 
mits the use of inferior machinery and 
slovenly methods, better machinery 
would have to he provided and better 
methods introduced; hut in the great 
bulk of our manufacturing industries the 
effect would he ouly beneficial, the re- 
duction iu tho cost of material far more 
than compensating for the reduction in 
juices. And with a lower cost of pro- 
duction foreign markets front which our 
manufacturers are now shut out would 
be ojiened. If any industry would he 
“crushed” it could ouly he some indus- 
try now carried on at a national loss. 

The increased power which tho re- 
moval of the restrictions of trade would 
give in the production of wealth would 
ho felt in all directions. Instead of a 
collapse there would he a revivficatiou 
of industry. Kings would bo broken up, 
aud where profits aro now excessive they 
would comedown; hut production would 
go on under healthier conditions and 
with greater energy. American manu- 
facturers would begiu to find markets 
the whole world over. American ships 
would again sail the high seas. Tho 
Delaware would ring like the Clyde with 
the clash of riveting hummers, aud the 
United States would rapidly take that 
first place iu tho industrial and commer- 
cial world to which her population and 
her natural resources entitle her, but 
which is now occupied by England; while 
legislation and administration would be 
relieved of a great cause of corruption, 
and all govermneut reforms would be 
made easier. 


The Ohio Slumlord of Protection. 

IFroui the Boston rout.) 

IIow far tho Ohio Republicans are will- 
iug to push the national organization is 
indicated in their platform. “Wo loaf- 
film our devotion,” they declare, “to the 
patriotic doctrine of protection, and 
recognize the McKinley bill as tho ablest 
expression of that principle.” Aud then 
they go on to say: “We demand protec- 
tiou tor the wool industry equal to that 
accorded to the most favored manufac- 
turer of wool, so that iu due time Ameri- 
can wool growers will supply all wool of 
every kind required for consumption in 
the United States.” 

This is the leading ideu iu the Ohio 
platform. The rest is of comparative 
insignificance; but the detuaud for an 
iiu reuse of the burdens which tho pai ty 
has already placed upou the iudustry of 
the country at dictation of a few wool- 
growers of that State is emphasized by 
the nomination, on this plutforin, of the 
man who served them so well in the last 
Congress. By thus placing at the front j 


as the main issue between tho par- 
ties, the astonishing requirements of 
Messrs. Delaro Ar Harps ter JF Lawrence, 
tho people outside of Ohio are given 
plainly to understand what they may ex- 
pect. It is to ho a battle between those 
who advocate prohibitive legislation iu 
behalf of a clasR, and those who oppose 
a system which plunders the many for 
the profit of a few. 

There is nothing more brazen in the 
history of political parties than this bold 
declaration of the Ohio Republicans of 
tho purpose of their party to forco the 
price of low-grade wool so high that t he 
farmers of that state will he able to com- 
pete profitably with the uncivilized shep- 
herds* on the barren ranges of Russia. 
And this instance is set forth as an ex- 
ample of the perposes of the i»arty in re- 
lation to the tariff generally. The ‘pat- 
riotic doctrine of protection” is here car- 
ried to its utmoBt limit. 


Pine Farm School.

OCEAN TRAVEL. 

As far back as we have any record people 
have traveled by water. In olden times 
boats were rudely built nnd easily de- 
stroyed by a storm at sea, but there have 
been so many improvements made that now 
travel by water is considered ns safe if not 
safer than by land. 

Then too, there lias been so much done in 
the way of constructing life bonts nnd 
light-houses that ships can sail with com- 
parative safety. Life boats have been in 
use since 1777. In that year a boat was in- 
vented which was more buoyant than an 
ordinary vessel, and although we should 
consider it of little value compared with 
our modern ones, it served as a life-boat. 
There are many different kinds of life-boats 
now, among the most important of which 
is the one invented by Joseph Francis, 
which is made chiefly of galvanized iron, 
and is much better than the wooden ones 
because air tight and not easily damaged 
when run upon rocks. One of this kind Is 
also cheaper than a wooden one and fire- 
proof. 

Life rafts are sometimes used instead of 
life boats. There is one kind which Is 
made like a mattress, weighing 17 lbs, in- 
vented by II. B. Mountain. 

It is capable of holding 284 pounds. It 
is so made that several may be joined to- 
gether, thus forming chambers in which 
people can iiml safety. 

There is another kind which is some- 
thing like a bench with buo. ant seats, nnd 
if folded together forms a lioat. Life pre- 
servers are useful. There is a great 
variety of these. Capt. Paul Boyton in- 
vented a life preserving suit with which he 
crossed the British Channel in 23 1-2 hours. 
It was made of india-rubber filled with 
enough air to sustain the weight of the 
body. It consisted of a head dress, jacket, 
and trousers. 

When Boyton crossed the channel he 
fastened a small sail to his shoe to nssist in 
his progress. 

The Breeches Buoy is another kind of 
life preserver very often used. T. consists 
of a circular belt of cork, to which is at- 
tached n pair of short canvas breeches, fas- 
tened to the hawser by strong cords, and 
the person is pulled ashore by the life sav- 
ing crew on land. 

With the exception of a few stntlons be- 
longing to Denmark the life saving service 
of this country is the only one of its kind 
in tho world. In the year 1848 after a 
series of disasters the Hon. William A. New- 
ell secured $10,000 witli which 8 buildings 
were erected on the coast of New Jersey. 
This was the beginning of the lifesaving 
service. And in 1840 Congress gave $20,000 
half of which was used for erecting more 
stations and the other linlf for boats nnd 
other life saving apparatus. Almost every 
year since Congress has appropriated some 
money for these purposes. 

It has been found necessary to supply 
crews to work at the stations which have 
been built, nnd through these means many 
lives have been saved. Statistics show 
that out of 23,271 persons involved 22,771 
have escaped. 

Light houses have been in existence ever 
since B. C. 300. Then they were merely 
towers with fires built on tho top. But 
since sperm oil, colja, olive oil, liempseed, 
lard oil, mineral oil, gas and finally elec- 
tricity have supplied the light. Electricity 
was first used in the United States at llul- 
lotts Point, N. Y. Harbor. There lias been 
much attention given to tho rellectrtrs of 
tho lights as much depends on them. Hun- 
dreds of kinds have been tried and some of 
them are used now in our light houses. 
As I have never seen a light house, or 
even the ocean hut once, I have had to 
read up this subject. And almost all that I 
have written, 1 have learned from our now 
encyclopedia, which was bought with the 
money obtained from our entertainments 
given at our school and at our church.

To the Editor of tho Graphic: 

Why is It that the Boston Albany 
road is so fearful of loss of life At the 
Newtonvillc crossing? We have lived at 
the crossing almost half a century, and 
can recollect, of hut two fatal Accidents, 
one a promising hoy, brother of John 
W. and James R. Carter, who within five 
miuutes after leaving us he had loft this 
world. In going across the rail at the 
end of a train stopping at the depot go- 
ing to Boston, an unseen train from Bos- 
ton struck and killed him instantly. 

A rule of the road for trains from tho 
opposite to stop when trains were stand- 
ing at denot, was all that was needed to 
save his life. 

Aud in tho case of Mrs. Estes all that 
was needed to Rave her life, was a man 
on each side of the rails. Seeming so 
remarkablo that these two fatal cases 
should be all for half a century, wc in- 
quired of Mr. E. D. Banks, an intelligent 
reliable man who lias lived at this cross- 
ing from the opening of tho road, and he 
could recollect no other. 

A single light bar, easy to stoop under, 
gives notice of a coming train, hut is ab- 
surd to call it a gate or consider it all 
the jirotection due the public from the 
road. With tho automatic uotice of 
coming trains when half a mile off, and 
a man on either side, with or without a 
double bar, there is no need of any loss 
of life at this crossing for a hundred 
years to come.

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THE NEW STREET RAILWAY. 


There is a good deal of curiosity over 
the coming report of the board of AlderJ 
men in regard to the new street railway 
across the city. It will probably be made 
next Monday evening, and there is no 
doubt but that a location will be granted 
to one of the rival companies. Yesterday 
the aldermen visited Beverly to examine 
the storage battery cars, and a good 
deal will probably depend on this visit. 
There is no question but that the people 
waut some railroad, nor that if the stor- 
age battery system is a success they 
would prefer that. 

There is also the problem of the grade 
crossing, and Mr. Hoar’s remark that if 
a grade crossing was granted he should 
immediately favor the separation of 
grades at that crossing, has the opposite 
effect from the one intended, as people 
&ro saying that that is a stroug argu- 
ment for granting the crossing. Mr. 
Hoar’s statement that the road will 
never consent to the sinking of the 
tracks is not regarded as of much weight. 
The people of Newton will never con- 
sent to bridges over the tracks as they 
are now located, and the railroad com- 
pany knows it. Sinking of the tracks is the 
only possible means of doing away with 
these crossings, and sooner or later the 
road will have to come to it. They got 
several millions from the legislature on 
the understanding that they would use 
a portion of it to separate the grades in 
Newton. But after they got the money 
the ‘road apparently lost all interest in 
the matter. 

The hearing next Monday on the ques- 
tion of granting a location to some street 
railway, will probably be more or less a 
formal affair, as the sentiments of all 
parties have already been made public, 
and the healing is merely to meet a 
legal point. As the sewer is being laid 
on Walnut street, the company which 
secures the location ought to be able to 
begin the laying of their tracks in a very 
few days. 

The protest of the respectable portion 
of Pennsylvania Republicans against 
Quuyism comes rather late in the day, but 
even the most rigid party organs are com- 
pelled to notice it. The Boston Journal 
has a leader on it, and says that as the 
“evil leadership of Quay ami his politi- 
cal lieutenants’’ threatens Republican 
ascendancy in Pennsylvania, “the party 
puts itself in peril unless it unloads 
Quayism.” It would have been more 
encouraging for believers “in right prin- 
ciples,’’ as the Journal calls them, if this 
revolt against Quay had broken out be- 
fore he was defeated, and one wonders 
if the Journal would have had the cour- 
age to deuounco Quayism if the Senator 
had secured his “vindication” in the last 
election by electing his man Delamater. 
Nevertheless the cause of pure politics 
is benelitted and politicians will learn a 
useful lesson. Their party friends will 
staud by them as long as their schemes 
succeed, but when once they have been 
made the victims of popular disapproval, 
then their former defenders will almost 
tumble over each other in their haste to 
coudumu such corrupt practices, and dis- 
honest methods. Pennsylvania politics 
have long had an evil name, and if thie 
revolt against Quayism shall lead to a 
reform of political methods in that state, 
the whole nation will be the gaiuer, As 
the Journal wisely says: “It shows con- 
clusively that the popular discontent 
with the prevailing methods and leader- 
ship of the Republican party iu Penn- 
sylvania is too deep and widespread to be 
safely disregarded.” 

T he question of a Republican candidate 
for governor is cuiiously enough excit- 
ing but a very mild interest, although it 
will have to be decided in a very few 
weeks, and a great deal depends upon 
that decision. The Milford Journal 
seems to be the most excited over it of 
any of our exchanges, and it says: 

What the Republican party needs next 
fall iu the way of a candidate, is not a 
young man nor an old man, but a first- 
class man iu the full seuse of that term- 
one whose public and private record is 
above criticism and reproach, who is free 
from the low hicks ol tlu? cute political 
manager, with his motto that “the eud 
justifies the means.”

The testi- 
mony of the men was most thrilling, and 
created a great desire on the part of many 
to visit and see the workings of the institu- 
tion for themselves.

Fiske of Aiihurndaie, who spoke most 
earnestly of the need of the work, and of 
its helping to solve the question how to 
reach the outcast of our large cities. Mr. 
F. F. Davidson presented the financial 
needs of the work, and a most generous 
response was made amounting to about 
$500.00. The mission is governed by nn 
advisory hoard consisting in part of Revs. 
A. J. Gordon. D. I)., A. li. Plumb. I). D., 
L. B. Bates, D. 1>.. and others representing 
the clergy, with O. 11. Durrell of Brown. 
Burrell A Co., Thomas Wood, Esq., 
George M. Fiske. Esq., Theop. King. Esq., 
James B. Bell, M. I)., F. F. Davidson and 
other business men. A most cordial invita- 
tion was given to all friends to visit and 
inspect the mission at any time. 

—The action of the Auburndale Village 
Improvement Society in agitating a move- 
ment for a public park here has thus far 
met with universal favor from our most 
prominent citizens. The first meeting to 
consider such a proposal was held a week 
or more ego and was largely attended aud 
bv representative citizens of this place. 
Till* committee at this first meeting had 
gained hut little reliable information as to 
tin* feasibility of procuring tin* land or tlie 
cost of a purchase, and so another meeting 
was held last Saturday evening In Auburn 
Hall. The committee came with full in- 
formation about the proposed park and a 
plan of the same, hut were disappointed in 
not having enough present even to make u 
quorum. Tlie plan of the proposed park 
as submitted by the committee at tills 
meeting provides for a tract of land con- 
taining from 33 to 35 acres extending from 
Asli street just below and opposite tlie in- 
tersection of Bourne street, along what is 
known as tlie Cove, nearly to tin* Waltham 
line. Tlie entrance will he from A>!i street 
over laud now owned by Don Cameron. A 
roadway will he constructed until access 
to the high land beyond is gained. 1 lie 
entrance will probably he rendered attrac- 
tive by rustle posts and gate or some such 
artificial construction, and tlie entrance 
being hut two or three minutes drive front 
Auburn street tlie park will he very easy of 
access. A large proportion of the laud 
which is to form the park is covered with a 
beautiful growth of birches, pines and 
other trees, free from ail underbrush and 
would he a most cool aiul refreshing placp 
t.. drive on a hot summer day. At the 
further end there is quite a tract of high 
open level laud bordering directly on tlie 
( narles river and here tlie ioninmtee 
advise otnblisliiug a place for outdoor 
sports. Tills tract includes about seven 
acres aud would be ample for base hall and 
tenuis grounds. The whole of the pii - 
posed land oau he purchased for its as- 
sessed v ui ue 0 or $ 18,003 of the owners. 

Messrs. Don Cameron, Nathan Moiiuau 
and Walter Ware, and an ordei will be In- 
troduced into the city council askinfc for 
an appropriation of f5:'U) with tlie proviso 
tiiat the citizens of Auburndale subscribe a 
similar amount for tlie purchase of tlie

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A HOLE IN THE SEA.

In the fall of l$$8tho steamship Sunda, 
from Southampton, was running along 
the southern coast of Long Island, not 
many hours from port, when she was 
passed by one of the great British liners, 
outward boifhd. The tide was high, and 
the course of both vessels was nearer 
the coast than is usual— that of the 
Sunda being inside of the other. 

As the two steamers passed each other 
there was a great waving of hats and 
handkerchiefs. Suddenly thero was a 
scream from the Sunda. It came from 
Signora Rochita, prlma donna of an 
opera troup whicu was coming to Amer- 
ica in that ship. 

“I have lost my bracelet,” she cried, in 
Italian, and then turning to the passen- 
gers she repeated the cry in very good 
English.

The bottom was hard and smooth, and 
lighting my lamp I began to look about 
me. If I approached the bracelet I 
ought to be able to see it sparkle, but 
after wauderiug over considerable space 
I saw no sparkles nor anything like a 
bracelet, Suddenly, however, I saw 
something which greatly interested me. 
It was a hole in the bottom of the ocean, 
almost ciicular, and at least ten feet in 
diameter. I was surprised that 1 had not 
noticed it before, for it lay not far from 
the stern of our vessel. 

Standing near the rocky edge of the 
aperture, I held out my lamp snd looked 
down. Not far below I saw the glim- 
mering of what soeraed to be the bottom 
of this subterranean well. I was seized 
with a desire to explore this great hole 
running down under the ordinary bottom 
of the sea. I signalled to be lowered, 
aud although my comrades were much 
surprised at such an order, they obeyed, 
aud down I went to the well.

1 found myself going down iuto a wide 
cavern, the tloor ol which I touched in a 
very short time. 

Holding up my lamp and looking 
about me, I touud myself in a sea cave 
of some thirty leet in diameter, with a 
dome-like roof, in which, a little to one 
side of the center, was the lower opening 
of the well. 1 became very much excit- 
ed; tiiis was just the sort of place into 
which a bracelet or anything else of value 
might be expected to have the bad luck 
to drop. 1 walked about aud gazed 
everywhere, but I fouud nothing but 
rocks aud water. 

1 was about to sigual to be drawn up, 
when above me 1 saw what appeared to 
be a Hash of darkness coming down 
through the well. With a rush aud a 
swirl it entered the cavern and in a mo- 
ment I recognized the fact that a great 
fish was swooping around and about me. 
it- movements were *o rapid and irregu- 
lar, uow circling along the outer edge of 
the floor of the cavern, then mounting 
above me till its back seemed to scrape 
the roof, that I could uot form a correct 
idea ot the size of the creature.

Obviously, the 
right thing to dr was to extinguish it, 
but the very thought of this nearly drove 
me into u frenzy. 1 could not endure to 
be left alone with the shark in darkness 
and water.

Now the great fish begau to swoop 
nearer aud nearer to me, and theu sud- 
denly changing its tactics, it receded to 
the most distant wall of the cavern, 
where, with its head towards me it re- 
mained for tLw first time motionless. 
But this did uot continue long. Gently 
turuiug over on its side, it opened its 
gieat mouth, aud iu au iustaut, with a 
lush it came directly at me. My light 
shone full iuto its vast mouth, glistening 
with teeth, aud there was a violent ierlt 
which nearly threw me from my feet, 
aud all was blackuess. The shark had 
swallowed my lamp !

In 
a few minutes I sat divested of my div- 
inlr suit and Almost insensible upon the 
deck of the pchooner. As soon as 1 was 
able to talk I told my astonished com- 
rades what had happened, and while we 
were discussing this strange occurrence, 
one of them looking over the side saw, 
slowly rising to the surface, the body of 
a dead shark. 

“By George,’* hi cried, “here is the 
beast. He has beeu killed by the current 
from the battery. 

Wo all crowded to the rail and looked 
down upon the monster. He was about 
ten feet long, and it was plain that he 
bad died for making himself the connec- 
tion between the poles of the battery. 

“Well,” said the captain, presently, “1 
suppose you are not going down again?” 

“Not I,” 1 replied, “l give up this 
job.” 

Then suddenly 1 cried: 

“Come, boys, all of you. Make fast 
to that shark, and get him on board. 1 
want him. 

Some of the men laughed, but my 
manner was so earnest, that in a moment 
they all set about to help me. A small 
boat was lowered, lines were made last 
to the dead fish with block and tackle, 
and we hauled him on deck.

ARABIAN HORSES. 


Their Characteristics Compared with 

Tliose of American Trotter*. 

There arc hundreds of horses called 
Arab in America which have no right to 
the name. Almost every spotted horse 
or “calico’’ horse is said to be 'more or 
less Arab, while it is stated as a positive 
fact by no less an authority thnn John 
II. Wallace that an Arab may be of any 
color in tho world but spotted. No Arab 
Is a calico in color. It is an exceedingly 
difficult thing to get a pure bred Arnb. 
Tho Bedouin chief will not sell one at 
any price, and the only ones procured 
are secured by raids on the tribes of the 
Euphrates valley. 

In the whole United States there are 
only three strictly pure bred Arabian 
horses. Two of these are the stallions 
Leopard and Linden Tree, which were 
presented to General Grant by the snl- 
tan of Turkey, and a mare called Naomi, 
which hns been imported from England. 
Of tho two Grant stallions L<K>pard is 
not at all a prepotent horse and is a get- 
ter of few foals, and Linden Tree is the 
possessor of one of tho ugliest tempers of 
any living horse. He is said to he a fiend 
incarnate, though his colts are gentle 
and kind enough when properly treated. 
It is a peculiarity of the Arabs that if 
used kindly and treated with considera- 
tion they are gentle and lovable. 

“To one that has gained the confidence 
of an Arab horse there is the pleasure of 
knowing that he associates with a brute 
eudowed with a soul.” Abuse one of 
them, and you have aroused a devil that 
can never be subdued, for of their cour- 
age there is no limit, and they will re- 
sist abuse while they have life. General 
Grant’s stallion Linden Tree is said to 
have been made vicious because the man 
in charge of him did not gain his confi- 
dence and abused him. 

There is a great deal of foolish senti- 
ment existing about the Arab horse, 
however. He has many good qualities, 
is highly intelligent, quick to learn, has 
rare beauty of form and rich quality, is 
for saddle purposes beautifully gaited, 
quick and active in his movements, and 
of much endurance; but when compared 
with the thoroughbred race horse or the 
American trotter he suffers much by the 
comparison. 

He lacks the size and speed of the 
thoroughbred, and what a spectacle a 
Maud S, a Jay-Eye-See, a Stamboril, a 
N elson would make of the greatest trot- 
ting Arab that ever lived could they meet 
on a trotting truck 1 

As a race they are handsomer than the 
American trotters, many of which have 
inherited Roman heads and cat hams 
from the great progenitor, Rysdyk’s 
Hambletonian. If it could be done with- 
out a loss of size and speed, for the pur- 
pose of giving beauty and finish to the 
American trotter, it might be well to 
add more of the Arab blood to the com- 
posite article which goes to make up the 
American trotter, but the experiment 
lias been tried and not found successful. 
No Arab known to civilized man is so 
handsoihe as Mainbrino King.— Boston 
Courier. 

Proof of tlio Karth's Motion. 

Take a good sized bowl, fill it nearly 
full of water and place it upon the floor 
of the room which is not exposed to 
shaking or jarring from the street. 
Sprinkle over the surface of the water a 
coating of lycopodium powder — a white 
substance which is sometimes used by 
ladies in making their toilet, and which 
can be purchased of any druggist. Next 
upon the surface of this coating of white 
powder make with powdered charcoal a 
straight black line, say an inch or two in 
length. Having made this little black 
mark on the surface of the contents of 
the bowl, lay down upon the floor close 
to the bowl a stick or some other straight 
object, so that it will lie exactly parallel 
with tho charcoal mark. If the line 
happens to bo parallel with a crack in 
the floor or with any stationary object in 
the room this will serve as well. 

Leave the bowl undisturbed for a few 
hours, and then observe the position of 
the black mark with reference to the ob- 
ject it was parallel with. It will be 
found to have moved about, and to have 
shifted its position from east to west— 
that is to say, in that direction opposite 
to that of the movement of the earth 
upon its axis. The earth in simply re- 
volving has carried the water and every- 
thing else in the bowl around with it, 
but the powder upon the surface lias been 
left behind a little. The line will always 
be found to have moved from east to 
west, which is perfectly good proof that 
everything else contained in the bowl 
has moved tho other way.— St. Louis 
Republic. 

A Survival of tlia Fittest. 

While hunting antelope outlie prairies 
of Colorado 1 was the witness of a very 
interesting chase between an eagle and a 
jack rabbit. The various circles and 
downward sweeps of the eagle attracted 
my attention, and 1 resolved to ascertain 
the reason.

These colls will be placed in 
chambers into which the cold outside air 
willbe forced by a blackmail wheel, driv- 
en by a water motor. Another fan w ill be 
put in to provide for the exhaust, both 
regulating the supply of air. This system 
Is based on the most approved scientific 
and natural plans of ventilation. It ha** 
recently been placed in the Leeson ward at 
the Cottage Hospital by the above named 
contractor and has produced excellent re- 
sult*, -better than the most sanguine ex- 
pected.

Mow To Celebrate the Fourth. 

Rev, F. B. Hornbrooke gave a very in- 
j tereating ami pointed sermon at C'han- 
ning church, last Sunday, on certain as- 
pects of our National holiday. He began 
by saying that the common notion was 
that certain historical events were spe- 
cifically religious and others not; that 
for instance, the celebration by Moses of 
the crossing of the Red Sea was essen- 
tially religious; that his song of tri- 
umph was essentially religions; that the 
I singing by the Psaimist of songs of tri- 
j umph over his enemies, that if a prophet 
described his ideal of his nation, these 
were essentially religious. But it is not 
the time or place that makes the act re- 
ligions, it is the attitude of the heart 
that makes it so. We have just as much 
right to celebrate the Declaration of In- 
dependence as a religious event, as tho 
Israelites bad to celebrate the deliver- 
ance from Egypt. Both denoted the be- 
ginning of a new epoch, whose influence 
for good reached far into the future. Wo 
have allowed the celebration of the Dec- 
laration of Independence to fall iuto 
bands that are not making the best of it. 
There is too much indiffeieuce and 
apathy on the part of the more intelli- 
gent classes in this community, which is 
deplorable, considering the worthy uses 
to which it might be put. It might 
! Ker7e to express our patriotism, to show 
I also w hat significance the day has, aud 
1 it is not unfitting the time and place, 
to consider some of the higher thoughts 
i involved. The idea out of which the day 
proceeded was essentially a religious one; 
the declaration of indepeudeuce was an 
act of faith, which as far as appearances 
went seemed an act of madness. But it 
showed a trust that right would prevail, 
a belief in the essential worth of man, 
and that government was made for the 
people, and not people for government. 
That unless government was foftnded on 
righ’, it would defeat the ends sought to 
lie obtained. It did not express new 
ideas, but the ideas expressed had their 
source in the highest teachings of Chris- 
tianity. It expressed the dignity and 
worth of the individual. Jesus himself 
taught us to look not at institutions, but 
at the ends of humanity they are intend- 
ed to serve, and he paved the way to the 
Declaration of Independence. It is an 
expression of what is most vital in the 
Christian faith. The speaker then spoke 
of some of the men prominent in the 
history of the country, who gave evi- 
dence of the high ideals they had of gov- 
ernment. Among them was one. whose 
death had been learned of that morning, 
whose life was uustaiued by eveu a sus- 
picion of reproach, a man who appealed 
not to the majority but to bis own con- 
science for vindication, a man who can 
be In Id up as an example to young men, 
to prove ’bat manhood need not be sac- 
rificed in a life devoted to political ser- 
vices, a man whose life is a reproach to 
those who would drag down politics to 
the low level of their own lives. In clos- 
ing, Mr. Hornbrooke suggested some 
uses of Independence day beyond those 
now so common, aud the importance of 
not leaving the whole exhibition of pat- 
riotism to those whose idea is only to 
make the most possible noise and cause 
the most discomfort, but instead to make 
the celebration a dignified and worthy 
observance of the day. 

Hospital Notes. 

The new ventilating apparatus at the* 
Hospital is very satisfactory. In fact it 
was found to do more work than was 
expected of it. It consists ol a fan, rui> 
by a small gas engine, so that the air is 
drawn out from the lower part of the 
room aud forced up a brick chimney. 
The atmosphere of the ward is now 
perfectly pure, being chauged every few 
minutes. 

Other Hospitals in our neighborhood, 
although started later than ours, are 
getting ahead of us in the amount of 
their eudowment funds. Some of them 
have received very nice gifts for invest- 
ment. Newton must not be exceeded in 
generosity by the people of any other 
' place. 

I Over a thousand years ago Archbishop 
Egbert said: “Let him that eolleeteth 
: immoderate wealth for his lack of 
I wisdom, give a third part to the poor.' 
He regarded it as a serious liiudrauce to 
be rich, and was glad that relief from 
the perils of wealth could be fouud in 
I the clianuels of charity. 

| The following extracts from “The 
Transactions of the Lancashire Historic 
! Society” may interest some of our Xew- 
i ton people who dread to giveaway much 
! of tueir property in charity lest their 
families should suffer. It is a quotation 
from the Memoir of Mr. Bryan Blundell 
of Liverpool. He was the founder of 
an Orphanage. tSpeakiug of it he said 
“I gave to it 750 pounds (being one- 
j tenth of bis iucoiue), aiul I did then 
j purpose to contiuue to give the same 
proportion of whatever the Lord should 
bless me with. So great has been His 
mercy in prospering me in busiuess that 
1 have made up the 750 pounds to 2000, 

| and my children are as far from warning, 

I or being the worse for what I have that 
, they also are benefactors, some of them 
more lhau 100 pounds at a time. 1 may 
; truly say that whilst 1 have been doiug 
for the children, of the school the good 
i providence ot God lias beeu doing for my 
children so tLat 1 hope they will bo 
beuefactors to this charity when 1 am in 
the grave.”

THAT NEWTONVILLK STABLE LICENSE RE- 
FUSED AFTER A HEARING. 

Both branches of the city government 
mot Monday evening, the common coun- 
cil in special session. A flood deal of 
routino businoss was transacted. • 

In the board of aldermen all tho mem- 
bers woro present and Mayor Hibbard 
presided . 

Tho chief of Firo Department trans- 
mitted his quarterly report. Thero woro 
83 calls during the past three months; 
On buildings tho loss was $1144.75 on 
which $907.27 insurance was paid. On 
contents the loss was $814 50 and insur- 
ance paid was $204.50. 420 miles was 

travelled, and the hours of scrvico were 
105. 

The board of health sent in a conrtnu- 
nication calling attention to tho work of 
drainago which had been begun at the 
cornor of Bourne and Woodbine streots, 
by some department of the city, and ad- 
visod that tho work be completed ns 
soon as possible, lteferrod to Highway 
committee. 

Tho 1st Baptist society petitioned for 
license to build addition 23 by 35 to 
building at tho corner of Station and 
Beacon streets. 

H. W. Wellington, president of the 
Silver Lake Cordage company, tendered 
to the city a lot on Watertown street, 125 
by 100 feet, next to tho factory, for the 
new hose house, on condition that when 
it ceased to be used for lire purposes the 
lot should revert to the company; re- 
ferred to the committee on public prop- 
erty. 

Residents on Highland street petition- 
ed for the repairs of tho sidewalk of said 
street, to Mr. Homer’s driveway. 

Louis Worning asked for license to 
play on the streets of Newton with his 
band of 7 musicians, 

On the recommendation of the sower 
committoe, Timothy Stuart, Frank 
Stuart, Thomas F. Mague and John 
Joyce were licensed as private sewer 
layers. 

Alderman Fenno for the Highway com- 
mittee and Alderman Ilarbach for the 
water board, reported on the petition of 
city laborers for increased pay, that it was 
inexpedient to grant their request, 
Councilman Grace dissented from the 
Highway committee’s report and presen- 
ted a minorty report. 

Alderman Hyde reported on the com- 
plaint of F. S. Rollins, that the new Drill 
Hall on the High school grounds dam- 
aged his property. and presented a com- 
munication from the City Solicitor, that 
the city could not be held for any dam- 
ages. 

W. J. nendersou was granted a license 
to build a stable on Fayette street. 

Alderman Fenno presented an order 
appropriating $1000 (part of the unex- 
pended appropriatiou%J'or Woodland 
avenue) for work on Washington street, 
Lower Falls, between Wales street and 
the Charles river, which had been left 
unfinished last year. 

Alderman Ilarbach opposed the order 
and thought all the money should be ex- 
pended on Woodland avenue. 

Alderman Fenno said the committee 
would have $700 remaining, which would 
be ample to finish Woodland avenue. 

The ordei was then passed, Alderman 
Harbacli dissenting. 

On motion of Alderman Fenno $000 
was appropriated, to be charged to mis- 
cellaneous dept., for trimming the trees 
on the streets of the city. 

On motion of Alderman Hyde the pub- 
lic property committee was authorized 
to place the partitions asked for in Room 
14 of the High school building. 

On motion of Alderman Ilarbach, 220 
feet of 0 in. water main was ordered to 
be laid on Chestnut street, and 280 feet 
on Prince street, at an expense of $8S3, 
and 235 feet on Crafts street at an ex- 
pense of $249. 

Alderm m Harbacli presented a report 
in favor of taking certain private lands 
for sewerage purposes and placing sewers 
on Bennington street, Crescent square, 
Thornton place, Avon place, Fairmont 
avenue, Pond avenue, Durant street, 
Waverly avenue to Durant street, Wash- 
ington street from Grasmere street to the 
Boston line, Lincoln court to Crafts 
street, metropolitan sower to Jefferson 
street, Centre place, Chesley place, Ma- 
ple avenue, Court street, Crafts streets 
to Central avenue, and orders were passed 
to that effect. 

Alderman Fenno presented the copy of 
an order for a new turnout on River 
street, which was filed for reference, as 
it was not in harmony with the turnout 
asked for at the recent hearing. He also 
presented a petition from the Newton 
.Street Rail vay compauy, asking for a 
turnout beginning about 144 feet east of 
Pine street and continuing some 300 feet.

Johu Briutou asked 
for a crosswalk ou Pearl street. 

THE OTIS STREET STABLE. 

A hearing was then given on Mrs. W. 
T. Hill’s petition for license to erect a 
stable for four hoises ou the corner of 
Otis and Murray street. 

Mr. K. II. Pierce appeared for Mrs. 
Jlill, and Mr. John B. Goodrich for the 
firm of Iloseasou & Smith, who had re- 
cently bought out J T. Hill’s livery 
business, and there were a large number 
of remonstrants present including Messrs 
II. II. Caiter, John T. Prince, J. C. 
Tompsou, (j. Saudersou, G. R. Pulsifer 
and others. 

Mrs. Hill was questioned by Mr, Good- 
rich and said it was her intention to keep 
one horse of her own and oue of her sis- 
ter's in the stible. She didn’t propose 
to start a livery business there. She bad 
bought the laud of Mr. Kstabrook, and 
was already building a bouse ou the lot. 
She had paid some money dowu and the 
deeds were to be passed the 20'.h of this 
mouth. 

Mr. Carter said Mi. Kstabrook said be 
would uever allow a livery stable to be 
put up ou the land. The house was a* 
small oue and the stable was a good deal 
larger than the house. 

Mr. Prince said it was perfectly evi- 
dent this was an entering wedge for a 
livery stable and all the residents object- 
ed. If only 2 horses were to be kept, 
why did they ask Lr a stable for four 
hoises. 

G. R. Pulsifer appeared for the Pulsi-

Mr. Hosenson said he had b night the 
Hill stable, and he kept 43 horses, nnd 
could furnish all the accommodations 
needed in that vicinity, lie had heard 
Mr. Hill threaten to put up a stable in 
the vicinity if his mother sold out. Mr. 
Hill was also questioned by Mr. Good- 
rich ns to liis intentions and what busi- 
ness lie intended to engage in.

No one appeared at the street railway 
hearing, which was advertised for this 
evening. 

Timothy O’Leary, oue of the faithful 
attendants at meetings of the board for 
several years, appeared to remonstrate 
against tho tax levied on him for tho 
drainage of land in his vicinity. His tes- 
timony produced much hilarity. He said 
tho drain was no good to him and ho 
would not pay the tax of $10 imposed, 
which he thought unfair and ns tho man- 
I 10 I 08 were 8 inches above the level of tho 
street, the drainage was not much good. 
He had boat the city in a lawsuit once 
aud was williug to do it again. 

Alderman Sheppard said he had visited 
the place with the board of health and be 
thought Mr. O'Leary’s tax was reason- 
able and iu proportion to the others. 

Tho board then went into executive 
session. 

After tlio doois were tkrowu open the 
board took up the question of Mrs. Hill’s 
license to build a stable, and voted not 
to grant it, after which they adjourned.

Something that is very mucb neglected 
uow-a-dnyB among young women is the 
art of walking well.

There arootbeis still who walk 
with a mince aud a wriggle which aro 
painful to see, which make oue think of 
a hitching canker-worm, and welcome 
heartily the sight of tho no loss repre- 
hensible Amazon who stalks onward 
without measuring her stops, hit or miss, 
so that sho gets over the ground, or the 
loose-joiuteci iudividual who rattles 
along as if every bone in her body wore 
bung on a wire, like those of the 
skeleton in a physician’s closet. Thero, 
too, is the tripping young thing at whoso 
figure you never glance without thinking 
of the tropical song, “One, two, three, 
balance like mo;” aud among all the 
others in the great procession thero are 
those also who walk with such pains 
and effort— as if the proper work and 
function of each muscle and member 
were to be remembered first— that you 
half fancy they may havo had the same 
lesson at the feet of the dancing man 
that ho pave good Peter in the “Bab 
Ballards:” — 

‘■Come, walk like this," tho dancer said; 

“Stick out your toes, stick in your head; 

Stalk on with quick galvanic tread, 

Your lingers thus extend— 

The attitude's considered quaint." 

There are very few who walk with the 
easy and equable grace that would seem 
to proceed from an easy and equablo 
mind, neither hurrying impetuously aud 
fitfully aud with pronounced exertion 
and evident eager desire to reach some 
point, or with the effort to condone 
delay, nor dawdling along as if they had 
not an object in uiind and nothing were 
of any cousequeuce. Decent mental 
reserves, it is thus to bo noted, can bo 
maintained almost as much iu the gait 
as in the conversation; and it is to bo 
doubted if we have the right to obtrude 
our business and worries and ennuis 
upon public observation, as we do by 
any other than a calm aud even motion, 
whether the motion be swift or slow. 
Of course one may walk as rapidly as 
necessary, or as loitering as inclination 
prompts, but equally of course, without 
the personal betrayal of the impatient 
nervous motion of haste or the aimless 
oue of irresolutiou.

A Question of Raw Material. 

Tho Government will probably make 
no appeal from tho decision of the Hoard 
of Generat Appraisers in the matter of 
boiler plate shearings. It is impossible 
altogether to resist tho impression that 
the political necessities of the lion. 
Elijah A. Morse, who has oxortod him- 
self strenuously in this matter, have some 
intluonco in determining the Secretary 
of tho Treasury to submit, quietly to a 
construction of tho law which llios in tho 
face of the "protective principle.” For 
if wo regard tho facts in the case, about 
which Collector Heard told a Post report- 
er there was "no dispute,” it can hardly 
fail to appear that this article is altogeth- 
er outsido tho classification of the tariff 
schedule which declares that "nothing 
shall bo doomed scrap iron or scrap steel 
except waste or refuse iron or steel fit 
only to be remanufactured.” Tho Col- 
lectors of custom at Hoston and New’ York 
acted with reason, and also with respect 
for the great Republican principle of 
taxing New England industries, when 
they refused to make this classification, 
and imposed tho higher rate of duty. 

Double Duty. 

The operation of what is known as tho 
"sorting clause” In the wool schedules of 
tho Republican tariff act is beginning to 
make itself felt in a very offensive man- 
ner. This it will bo remembered, is tho 
provision requiring carpet wools that 
have been sorted to pay double tho duty 
imposed upon w’ool unsorted; aud, as it 
is practically impossible to ascertain 
what tho value of the wool would ho if it 
had not been sorted, tho department 
makes a short cut to tho desired end by 
"simply doubling the amount of duty as- 
sessed on the value stated in tho in- 
voice.” This is the order sent to tho 
Collector at this port. 

It is easy to understand tho hardship 
which this interpretation places upon the 
importer and customer of wool. It is a 
straining of the law to its utmost limit, 
and beyond its reasonable meaning, to fa- 
vor the demands of the Ohio wool-grow- 
ers, whose purpose, as boldly announced, 
is to shut all foreigu wool out of tho 
country. They cannot shut it out, even 
with the zealous aid of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, for our manufacturers 
must have it ; but they can make it very 
costly for those who use it. 

Protection Has Never Established An 
Industry Here. 

[From an address by Horace Wbite.l 

1 deny that protection over yet estab- 
lished an industry in this country. Au 
industry cannot be considered established 
until it is able to pay its own way and to 
live without taxing other industries for 
its support. Our opponents are our wit- 
nesses that very few, if any, of our pro- 
tected industries are yet established 
because, if they are, then logic- 
ally, they no longer need protection. 
All that Mr. Carnegie will say on this 
subject is that "some will soon be able to 
stand exposure to the competition of 
other countries,” that is, will soon be es- 
tablished. "Soon!” How many years 
does that meau? Henry Clay said in the 
Senate in 1838 that if protection should 
entirely cease in 1842, it would have ex- 
isted as long as its friends supposed 
might bo necessary. 

Tbe first tariff, that of 1789, averaging 
8 1-2 per cont. ad valorem, contained a 
clause limiting its operation to seven 
years, the belief being general that that 
time would bo sufficient to secure to the 
nation tho advantages of protection af- 
forded by it. 1 am not saying that no 
manufacturing industries are yet estab- 
lished. We have seen how and in what 
variety they established themselves with- 
out any tariff before our separation from 
Great Britain, and in the face of oppres- 
sive legislation intended to hinder them. 
But on the proposition that protection 
never yet established an industry in this 
country 1 will stake my reputation, 
much or little. 

If protection uever has established an 
industry in this country, when may we 
expect that it will do so? Not until the 
protected classes say they have had 
enough, and that time, gentlemen, will 
never come. If there ever was a time 
when a concession could have been made 
by them without the shadow of harm, it 
was when tho Now England iron-manu- 
facturers asked for a reduction of the 
duty on pig-iron to tho rate prevailing 
before the war. Bear in mind that the 
ironmaster facile prlnceps of this coun- 
try, who has in some sort boen crowned 
by iiis colleagues and equals, told us that 
the making of pig-iron in this country is 
independent of the tariff, which means 
that with or without tho tariff it will go 
right ulong just as it is going now. 
Under such n state of facts the rejection 
of the New Englander’s petition, was an 
insult added to a mortal injury, aud it 
was put upon them, too, by the help of 
their Senators aud Representatives. You 
may ask why anybody should desire a 
duty on pig-iron if Mr. Hewitt is right in 
saying that no duty is necessary. The an- 
swer is not far to seek. This is a very 
large couutry. Iron-manufacturing can be 
carried on more cheaply in some places 
than iu others. It can be done most 
cheaply where the raw material is. Pig- 
irou is the raw material of those New 
Eugland industries. Some iron-manu- 
facturers havo this raw material at their 
doors, aud they want to keep their New 
England competitors handicapped with 
heavy inland freight charges on pig-iron. 
So one set of American manufacturers 
are given an advantage by law over an- 
other set, and the protection of pig-iron, 
as pig-iron, really cuts no figure in tho 
case. This is only one instance out 
of many iu which the tariff becomes a 
game of grab of a somewhat different 
kind from its original complexion. It is 
here au instrument to enable one set of 
manufacturers to cut the throats of an- 
other set iu the same line of busiuess. 
Fully twenty years ago tho producers of 
copper on the Atlantic seaboard had 
their throats cut by a special tariff act 
for tho benefit of the producers ou Lake 
Superior, aud when the latter had thus 
secured a monopoly they began to 
charge domostio cosuumers higher prices 
thuu foreigu consumers. This is an old 
story, of course. I mention it now be- 
cause it shows that this sort of domestic 
aud private throat-cutting is uo new 
thing. •

The Servant Girl Problem. 

Miss Emily Faithfull’s discussion of 
tbe servant-girl problem in the North 
American Review puts very poiutedly 
some truths that housekeepers are slow 
to recognize. "The truth is,” she says, 
"that mistresses, as a rule, have not 
yet accepted a condition to which "men 
in command of others have long since 
bowed — that pleasure and personal 
liberty in moderation must bo accorded 
when the day’s work iB done.” The 
conditions of household labor are of 
course peculiar, but there is certainly no 
reason why tbe right of tho servant to a 
certaiu portion of her time should be 
questioned. Miss Faitbfull hits another 
common serious difficulty full on tbe 
head when she says: 

I fear we must own to another fault in 
dealing with our servants: Women 
scold and nag in away which is unknown 
to men who are really fit to rule. They 
listen to the gossip of other servants and 
almost lie iu wait for tho suspected 
delinquent. A wise master knows tbe 
value of sometimes shutting his eyes, 
and will certainly let a good employee 
havo time to recover himself before be 
attempts any expostulation. The ordin- 
ary mistress unfortunately summons the 
servant before she has controlled her 
own temper, and tbo result is disastrous 
to both. If ouce "a hostile attitude” 
describes the relatiou betweeu the draw- 
ing room aud the kitebeu u state of con- 
stant friction must eusue. 

This is a fault less easily remedied, 
perhaps, than the other. Men might bo 
cynical enough to say that it is a wo- 
man’s nature to "nag,” and that this 
factor iu the problem will remain a con- 
stant quantity.

Rliocn ’Find Their Mates. 

A very remarkable shoo story has bee» 
brought to light. About fonr years ago 
Doeser Bros, bought a stock of shoos 
front Ziegler Bros., In Philadelphia, 
and some time after tho shoes had ar- 
rived they discovered a ltox that con- 
tained two shoes that were both for the 
same foot. They supposed that some 
one had got the wrong shoes and would 
find it ont and return them and correct 
tho mistake, bnt this was not done, and 
tho shoes were marked odd and put back 
on tho shelf, where they remained for a 
long time. 

Abont two years ago Mrs. S. 8. Lnfc- 
rell catne to this place front Washington, 
bringing with her a pair of Ziegler 
shoes purchased in Unit place. On her 
arrival she discovered that she had t wo 
shoes for the same foot, and tho distance 
being too great for iter to send them 
back she left them with R. M. May, of 
this place. The odd shoes had been in 
Mr. May’s store for about two years 
when last week his wife decided that 
she would try to wear them, and finding 
she conld not ttse them gave them to 
Mrs. A. J. Patterson, who brought them 
to Dosser Bros., thinking they might 
send them to the factory and have them 
mated. They examined the shoes and 
recognized them as being the identical 
pattern of the odd shoes they had in 
stock, when a further investigation 
proved that they wero tho same lot, 
number, and corresponded in every par- 
ticular. 

These shoes had been manufactured in 
Philadelphia — one lot shipped to Wash- 
ington city, the other to Jonesboro, and 
after four years* time the shoes were 
mated, having l»een shipped in different 
directions and about 500 miles apart. — 
Jonesboro (Teun.) Herald. 


A l!lg Stick of Timber. 

Colonel D. Soper, a member of a Chi- 
cago lumber firm, was sent out to this 
coast about four weeks ago by a promi- 
nent brewing company to obtain, if pos- 
sible, a stick of timber over 100 feet long 
and 4 feet square. After spending some 
little time iu prospecting, he finally found 
a tree in Shoqnalmee valley, in Wash- 
ington, which filled the bill. The job of 
cutting down the tree and trimming and 
loading it ott the cars was let to a con- 
tractor, who successfully did the work. 
A half mile of railroad track had to be 
laid to the spot where the tree stood in 
order to load it on the cars. 

The stick from this tree is 111 feet 
long. It is cut square, each side be- 
ing 4 feet. It was loaded on three 
34-fodt flat cars, its weight being 90,000 
pounds. The cost of getting out this 
stick of timber has been so far $1,800. 
The cost of moving it to the cars was 
$100 and the tarpaulin to cover it cost 
$100. It will be placed in a big beer 
hall, in which it is to be used for a 
counter. It will be polished up in the 
highest style of art. — Portland Oregonian. 


A Cluck’s Long Strike. 

There was a remarkable clock in the 
Union depot Tuesday evening. It was 
quite a large one, aud was done up iu a 
package which a young man had placed 
upon tiie flat back of a depot settee while 
he waited for a train. The remarkable 
thing about tbe clock was that it struck 
and struck, evidently for a better posi- 
tion, and did not stop striking until its, 
demand was complied with. People 
came in, heard the musical chime, looked 
around for the clock and saw it not. 

Some passed by with evident surprise 
at not being able to see the cause of the 
6onnd. Others, after looking up and 
down and all around, located the sound 
in the package lying on the back of the 
settee. The owner of the clock said to 
a companion that the clock began strik- 
ing when he was coming down Asylum 
street and hud kept it up ever since. It 
lay on its side on the settee until finally 
some one tipped it up into its proper po- 
sition, when it promptly ceased to strike.

Connecticut's Share of Itanium's Estate. 

Under the collateral inheritance law 
of Connecticut, 5 per cent, of all the per- 
sonal estate over $1,000 goes into the 
treasury of the state. The personal es- 
tate of tho late P. T. Bamum inventories 
$1,285,509, and 5 per cent, of that sum 
less the $1,000 limit amounts to $04,229.- 
95, which the state will get as its share 
of the sum total. 

The extensive property holdings of the 
late Mr. Bamum at Denver were deeded 
by him to Mrs. Buchtelle, his daughter, 
previous to his death. Their value is 
fully $2,000,000. 

The fee of Judge Beardsly for merely 
receiving the inventory is $748.91.— 
Bridgeport Standard.

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STORAGE BATTERIES. 


It may be regarded as certain that the 
board of Aldermen will grant a location 
to the Garden City Street Railway com- 
pany, which will use the storage battery 
system. The declaration of President 
Morse that his company did not want a 
location unless it could have a grade 
crossing, and that he would not consent 
to put up anything but wooden poles, did 
uol strike the board favorably, and then 
the board was very favorably impressed 
with its visit to Beverly. The Mayor 
and the board road over the line several 
times, and found that the system worked 
perfectly. Indeed it is said that the 
motor-man developed a speed which 
made all but the experienced yachts-men 
on the board think of sea sickness, and 
the speed was maintained up the steep 
hills on the Beverly and Danvers route 
with apparently as much ease as on the 
level portions. They tested a car to see 
how long the motive power would hold 
out, but finally had to give in iu order to 
get homo that night. As far as can be 
learned everything was perfectly satis- 
factory, and the system will probably be 
in working order between Newtouville 
and Newton Centre before the end of the 
present year. 

There were no newspaper men on the 
trip, so that the report of what occurred 
after the inspection was finished are 
rather vague. One rumor has it that 
Alderman Hyde led the company several 
miles through the highways and 
the byways, especially the byways 
with the promise of a dinner at the 
palatial Queen hotel, owned by a 
corporation of which the Alderman from 
Ward Five is President. After most of 
the company had lost faith in the exist- 
ence of any such place, they came in 
sight of the buildings, and found every- 
thing so far beyond their expectations, 
that one Alderman, with a fondness for 
real estate investments, began to ask the 
price of a lot, and a high city official se- 
lected rooms for himself and family. 
This was after the dinner, however, 
which was so excellent in quality as to 
cast a sort of halo over the whole Beverly 
coast. 


THAT PRESS ASSOCIATION. 


Chairman Burdott has got up the bril- 
liaut plan of combining all the Republi- 
can papers in the state into a press asso- 
ciation for political purposes, with State 
Treasurer M udeu and Insurance Com- 
missioner Merrill at the bead. The big 
Republican papers do not appear to be 
in it, but it is expected to capture the 
little papers, whose editors prefer to 
have some one else write their editor- 
ials, rather than take the trouble of doing 
it themselves. The great merit of the 
plan is that tho stuff sent out by the 
state committee will be just as applica- 
able to one place as another, which is 
also the chief weakness of the scheme, 
as very few would take the trouble to 
read it, and it would piobably be a use- 
less expense for any paper to go to the 
cost of setti-ig it up. 

The Worcester Gazette, one of the 
ablest Republican papers of the state, 
says of it: 

“In fact, this honest, but ill-advised 
effort of the state committee will go far 
to destroy whatever influence happens 
to be possessed by the papers which join. 
Wh should not expect to see any enthu- 
siasm in such a movement, however, for 
au editor does not have to be many years 
at his trade to find out that what lie 
needs lea>t is tdvicc from outside about 
the way to conduct his business.” 

Here iu Newton, for instance, bow 
many people would care to see in their 
local paper two or three columns filled 
with the political lucubrations of some 
member of the state committee, which 
would have nothing to do with Newton? 
Tho number would not exceed a dozen, 
probably, as those who like political 
reading can get their fill of it iu the Bos- 
ton dailies, uud from the pens of much 
abler writers than the state committee 
can furnish. 

A local paper that sets out to be a po- 
litical organ limits its field of' usefulness 
at once, and can only depeud on contri- 
butions from campaign funds for its suc- 
cess, which is rather a precarious means 
of securing the wherewithal to pay ex. 
peases. A campaign lusts only a few 
weeks, while a paper has to live all 
through the year. 

The comments on the scheme iu ques- 
tion, from the leading papers of the 
party, ure not very flattering, while the 
bpriugfleld Republican calls attention to 
the impropriety of state officials engag- 
ing iu it by saying: Neither, it might be 
added, is it just the thing for such hold- 
ers of public office as Treasure Maiden 
and Insurance Commissioner Merrill to 


bo lending their names and presence to 
such a movement as this. Just now 
these two gentlemen might very prop- 
erly remember that they are the servants 
of all the people, and so leave partisan 
enterprises of tliis nature to the politi- 
cians outside of the state-house. 


Tm: Sugar bounty will amount to 
some $0,000,000, it is said, and the Boston 
Journal enlaiges upon what a great sav- 
ing to the peoplo this bounty is, ns before 
sugar was put on the free list the people 
paid between fifty and sixty millions in 
duties. 

Now if this is a good thing in regard 
to sugar why would it not work equally 
well in regard to tin plate, for instance. 
By paying a bounty of two cents a pound 
on American tin plate, the manufactur- 
ers would he just as much benefitted as 
under the present duty, and the people 
would save some fifteen or more millions 
a year by having tin plate on the free list 
If everything were treated in this way, 
according to the Journal's way of reason- 
ing, the people would save euougli on 
their purchases to make them rich, and 
the manufacturers would get licli from 
tho bounty, and everybody would he 
happy.

The deatli of Mary Isabella Parker is an 
event which lias cast gloom over a whole 
community aud leaves a wide circle of 
friends in sorrow.

She was expected to take the high- 
er collegiate course of education, and in all 
ways life seemed to have much brightness 
for her. 

The funeral services were at St. Mary’s 
church, Newton Lower Fails on Tuesday 
afternoon, attended by a large company of 
friends.

Newton, and Rev. Henry Aiken Metcalf of 
St. James church, New Bedford, officiated. 
The bearers were three of her brothers, 
David, William and Edward and Mr. Clias.

Tho salon of Mine. ftecamter wna 
not in any senae philosophical or polit- 
ical, but after tho cruel persecution of 
La Harpe, the banishment of Mine, de 
IStaol, and the similar misfortunes of 
other friends, her sympathies were too 
strong for her diplomacy, and it grad- 
ually foil into the ranks of the opposi- 
tion. It was well known that tho em- 
peror regarded all who went thore as his 
•enemies, and this young ami innocent 
woman was destined to feel the full bit- 
terness of his jetty displeasure. 

We cannot trace hero the incidents of 
tier variod career, tho misfortunes of the 
father to whom she was a ministering 
angel, the loss of her husband's fortune 
and her own, tho years of wandering 
aud exile, the second period of brief and 
illusivo prosperity, and the swift reverses 
which led to her final retreat. She was 
at tho height of her fame in the early 
days of the Restoration, when her salon 
revived its old brilliancy, and was a 
•center in which nil parties met on neutral 
ground. Her intimate relations with 
those in power gave it a strong political 
influence, but this was never a marked 
feature, as it was mainly personal. 

But the position in which one is most 
inclined to recall Mine, Recamier is in 
the convent of Abbaye-aux-Bois, where, 
divested of fortune and living in the 
simplest manner, she preserved for nearly 
thirty years the fading traditions of the 
•old salons. Through all the changes 
which tried her fortitude and revealed 
the latent heroism of her character, she 
seems to have kept her sweet serenity 
unbroken, bending to tho passing storms 
with the grace of a facile nature, but 
never murmuringat the inevitable. One 
may find in this inflexible strength and 
gentleness of temper a clew to the subtle 
fascination which held tho devoted 
friendship of so many gifted men aud 
W’emen long after the fresh charm of 
youth was gone.— Amelia Gere Mason 
in Century. 

Behavior at Table. 

Keep your mouth closed when eating. 
Kever play with food, nor mince your 
bread, nor handle your knife and fork or 
the glass or silver near you unneeessar- 
ily. If a fishbone, etc., should inad- 
vertently get into the mouth, the lips 
must be covered with the napkin while 
removing it. Never pick your teeth at 
the table. Do not put largo pieties of 
food in your mouth; if you are addressed 
W’hen your mouth is so filled, you are 
obliged to pause before answering until 
the vast mouthful is masticated, or run 
the risk of choking by swallowing it too 
hastily. To eat very fast is a mark of 
greediness’, and should be avoided. 
Never soak up gravy with bread or 
scrape your plate. Never, if possible, 
cough or sneeze at the table. Do not 
lean back in your chair. 

The hostess or host should not insist 
upon guests partaking of particular 
dishes, nor ask persons more than once, 
nor put anything on their plates which 
they have declined. It is ill bred to urge 
a person to eat anything after he has de- 
clined. A half ladleful of soup is enough 
to serve, unless it is a country dinner, 
where a full ladleful may be given; but 
do not fill the soup plate. Avoid the 
appearance of self engrossment when 
eating, unless you wish to bo considered 
entirely devoted to your food. Never 
overload the plate of a guest or any 
person you would serve. If you are to 
6erve anything of winch the supply is 
limited, use discretion that all may en- 
joy some of it.— Mrs. S. II. Snider in 
Housekeepers' Weekly. 


Properties of Alumluum. 

Before dealing with tho many proc- 
esses now in the field for the cheap pro- 
duction of aluminum, we may briefly 
glance at the properties and special char- 
acteristics of the metal under considera- 
tion. Alumiuum has a whito silver like 
appearance, is both malleable and ductile, 
and from its sonorous properties is much 
used iu the manufacture of bells. An 
exceedingly important feature is its 
lightness, a property which favors its 
employment for many special purposes. 
Aluminum has a specific gravity of only 
£.56 — that is, is two and a half times as 
heavy as water, and is four times lighter 
than silver. 

Heat and electricity are conducted by 
aluminum as well as by silver, while it 
does not oxidizo in air even at red heat, 
has no action on water at ordinary tem- 
perature, and preserves its luster where 
silver would tarnish, being thus specially 
remarkable as the lightest metal capable 
of resisting the action of air even in the 
presence of moisture. — Chambers’ Jour- 
nal.

The Bank of France employs a refy 
largo number of women as accountants 
in the classification of bills, in the classi- 
fication of coupons and in the depart- 
ment of printing and binding. The 
ladies employed in this category are 
called dames titulaires. They are paid 
three francs (sixty cents) a day, aud are 
required to pass a preliminary examina- 
tion in writing, spelling aud arithmetic.

Rec- 
ommendations from influential peroons 
are requisite for obtaining places iu tho 
Bank of France. — New York Sun.

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HYDRAULIC- MONITORS. 


THE INCREDIBLE FORCE OF THE 
STREAMS THEY THROW. 


MoiintniiiN II it v<' IIaaii MiivihI, Valley* 

Dug Out nml the Whole Pace of NitturA 

Changed In Parts of California hy Small 

Stream* of Falling Water. 

One of the most noteworthy features 
in many portions of tho gold region is 
the elaborate system of water supply for 
the use of the hydraulic rninos and the 
tremendous changes which were the re- 
sult of the few years during which hy- 
draulicking was at its height. So great 
have been these changes — hills washed 
away, valleys filled up, others created— 
that in many localities the entire land- 
scape has been altered. 

The old proverb ascribing tho power 
to remove mountains to such as had faith 
only to the amount of a grain, of mus- 
tard seed has never been exemplified, 
but the hydraulic miners have afforded 
the most ample demonstration of their 
ability to move mountains in tho search 
of wealth. Lofty mountains have in 
fact l>een brought low through no other 
agency than the pipe line, tho monitor 
and the sluice, and the tremendous j low- 
er of water never received such an exem- 
plification as in tho history of the hy- 
draulic mines of California. 

There are indeed so many remarkable 
facts connected therewith that, were 
they not abundantly substantiated, one 
might well lie pardoned for receiving 
their relation with incredulity. One 
might not believe that a stream of water 
issuing from a nozzle or pipe six inches 
in diameter, aud with no other force but 
gravity behind it, would have much ef- 
fect at any considerable distance from the 
aperture, yet such an apparently insig- 
nificant stream, with a fall behind it of 
375 feet, will carry away a solid boulder 
weighing a ton or more at a distance of 
fifty to 100 feet, while at a less distance 
it will toss such a bowlder about as a boy 
would throw a pebble. 

POWEll OF WATER. 

The velocity aud force of such a stream 
as it issues from tho nozzle of the mon- 
itor is something terrific. The column 
of water is solid — so solid that if one 
were to undertake to thrust any object 
into it it would make no more impres- 
sion than if it were iron instead of 
liquid. If a crowbar or other heavy ob- 
ject be thrust against the stream it 
would be snatched from tho hand aud 
thrown to a great distance as if it were 
a feather weight, while the man who 
should firmly grasp an ax and attempt 
to cut through the stream would under- 
go an experience that ho would remem- 
ber for many a day. 

If a man were to receive the full force 
of such a stream at a distance of a couple 
of hundred feet, even though the impact 
be momentary, he would be killed as 
quickly as though struck by a cannon 
ball. He might escupe being mangled, 
but the breath would bo most effectually 
aud suddenly expelled from his hotly. 

At 400 feet from the nozzle a 6-inch 
stream, with 375 feet full, swung mo- 
mentarily against the trunk of a tree 
will denude it in a second of tho heaviest 
bark as cleanly as if an ax had been 
used. Whenever such a stream is turned 
agaiust a gravel bank it cuts and bur- 
rows into it in every direction, gouging 
out great caves, causing thousands of 
tons of earth to fall, which in turn is 
quickly disintegrated and washed into 
the sluices. 

Bowlders so heavy that a man can 
scarcely lift them are tossed about like 
chaff, stumps and trunks of trees are 
thrown to one side like straws, and the 
work of destruction goes on at a pace 
that is appalling. If one who 1ms never 
seen a monitor in operation under full 
head could imagine the ordinary stream 
from a fire hose magnified about a thou- 
sand times he would be able to form some 
conception of its power. 

THE MONITOR IN ACTION. 

The water is brought in open ditches 
or flumes, sometimes from a great dis- 
tance, around mountain sides and across 
valleys and ravines. When the vicinity 
of the mine is reached a box is put in, 
from which a pipe conducts the water t« 
the point where it is to be used. It is 
tho distance between this box aud the 
level of tho monitor that gives the press- 
ure. With from 300 to 400 feet fail the 
execution done is tremendous. 

At the monitor the water is conducted 
into a still smaller pipe, with nozzle 
about one-third the size of tho supply 
pipe, tho compression giving it still 
greater force. The monitor is construct- 
ed something like the ordinary hose noz- 
zle, but 1ms a ball joint that i>ennits it 
to bo swung in any direction. Almost 
the weight of a finger will suffice to di- 
rect the movement. 

Easily as it is managed, however, tho 
monitor sometimes becomes uncontrol- 
lable, and when this happens a scene of 
destruction and even death ensues. Tho 
pipe sways to and fro at its own volition, 
and the stream flies first in one direction 
uud then in another. If the miners 
are not warned in time to get out of 
range they may be mowed down as if 
by the discharge of a volley of grape. 
Sometimes the runaway monitor seems 
us if manipulated by some bloodthirsty 
monster, and apjiears to be deliberately 
turned upon tho fleeing men, following 
them as they fly in every direction and 
overtaking them before they cun reach a 
place of safety. 

When a monitor gets away from con- 
trol in this manner there are two thiugs 
that can bo done. The water may be 
shut off at the headgate, a process in- 
volving much delay uud purhups loss, or 
some brave man may rush iu and get to 
the monitor without being struck by the 
stream. To do this requires agility and 
pluck. The stream is liuble to box the 
compass inside of minute, uud its 
course must be watclu J and the probable 
direction uotod. Then over the rough 
surface the muu must hasteu, careful 
not to make a misstep, aud at the same 
time ready to flee should the erratic 
stream betray a tendency to change it* 
course so as to eudauger life.— Ban Fran- 
cisco Chronicle.

Mix together and rub through a sieve 
one pint of flour, one tablespoonful of 
sugar, half a teaspoonful of salt and two 
teaspoonfuls of Cleveland’s baking pow- 
der.

Tin; Boston Herald of this morning give* 
further detail-* of the new plan of abolish- 
ing the grad): crossings of Newton. Tiie 
plan provides for the erection of solid 
masonry walls, in feet high, from Faneuil 
to Riverside, filled in with gravel on which 
the tracks wl 1 b«* laid. The roadways will 
be arched over and smaller arches placed 
at points near station* where street connec- 
tions are not possible. 

All overhead bridges will be dispensed 
with. Tiie crossing at St. James *treet will 
be moved lower down, to go under the 
tracks; Bellevue street will be provided for 
by a new street running to Church street, 
parallel with the tracks, and tiie bridge at 
Auhurndnle will he cut down, to go under 
the tracks. 

There Is some talk of constructing a 
system of continuous arches, in*tead of a 
solid wall of masonry, but this is not prob- 
able. 

This plan of an elevated road seems to 
meet with general favor, as It Is endorsed 
by many prominent citizens whom tiie 
Herald interviewed, among them Aider- 
men Hyde, Luke and Crehore, ex-Mayor 
Ellison, Mr. A. K. Tolmau, Mr. A. R. 
Mitchell and others. 

How the apportionment of cost will be 
regulated, if the elevated road is construct- 
ed, is nt the present time wholly a nutter 
of conjecture. The statutes provide, in 
cases where grade crossings are abolished 
by carrying brides over the track-, for a 
payment of per cent, of the total eo*t of 
the work by the railroad company, and 
per cent, divided up between the common- 
wealth and the city or town, the city or 
town in no case to pay in excess of 10 per 
cent, of the total east. There i? no legi-la- 
tive provision for building an elevated 
railway under the plan proposed. It is 
presumed, however, that about tiie same 
apportionment of cost would be satisfac- 
tory to all parties interested. 

The cost of construction is an important 
consideration, and will naturally he duly 
deliberated upon by the citv council in de- 
ciding upon any plan looking toward a 
separation of grades. It is -aid that the 
cost of the elevated railway through the 
Newtons will figure up in the millions, but 
conservative Newton business men are of 
the opinion that it would be tiie lea*t ex- 
pensive plan for tiie city, provided its as- 
sessment was not more than 10 per cent. 
Mayor Hibbard, who lias giveu the subject 
of Newton’s grade crossings much careful 
thought, is said to regard the elevated roftd 
project as botli wise and economical, >o far 
as Newton’s interests are concerned. He 
is at present out of the city, but Alderman 
Harbach, who is aware of nil that has been 
done, says that the plans are not yet fully 
perfected, although there have been a num- 
ber of conferences between city officials 
and tiie officials of the Boston a Albany 
road.

Friday last was the second day of the 
tennis tournament under the auspices of 
the Newton Tennis Club on the club 
courts, Richardson street. It started off 
in a match in the first round, singles, be- 
tween Bullen and Partridge. 

Play commenced promptly at 10 
o’clock, continuing until noon, when an 
adjournment was called for lunch. At 
2 o’clock play was resumed, and con- 
tinued until 7.80 in the evening. 

Thero was a large attendance at tho 
games, Friday, nearly 500 persons look- 
ing on. In tlib afternoon a tally-ho put 
in an appearance, containing a party of 
JO ladies and gentlemen from Sloneliani, 
tho mo*t conspicuous equipage in n 
number of elegant turnouts. 

In tho singles, secoud round, E. R. 
Spear, champion of Boston University, 
played an interesting game with Allen 
Emery, the winner with Partridge of 
Newton of first prize in doubles in the 
thiid district Y. M. C. A. tournament, 
played at Cambridge recently. Emery 
has an easy servo and is a plucky player, 
but was outclassed, Spear easily excel- 
ling in plnciug and net play. 

In the third round, singles, F. W.Cobb, 
the catcher of the Harvard ’varsity nine, 
faced A. J. Wellington of the Belmont 
Tenuis Club. Both men played a bril- 
liant game, in which cut serves aud vol- 
leying were frequent. Wellington has a 
very swift aud puzzling serve, and Cobb’s 
net play and smashing makes him a for- 
midable opponent. The third game in 
the third set was hotly contested, Cobb 
winning after deuce had been called nine 
times. The set finally went to Welling- 
ton, 8—0, who made a succession of 
brilliant volleys, and succeeded in fre- 
quently placing the ball safely. 

In the same class, Spear and Carter 
played a good back-line game, using the 
Lawford stroke and making some pretty 
drives just over the net.

The closing games in the tournament 
were played .Saturday. The weather con- 
ditions were admirable, aud the number 
of spectators as large as on the preced- 
ing days of the tournament, upwards of 
500 ladies and gentlemen visiting the 
grounds. 

Play commenced in the morning at 10 
o’clock in the semi-finals in doubles, 
Spear and Carter defeating Smith aud 
Smith. The deciding games were played 
in the afternoon, and some of the con- 
tests were very close and exciting, beside 
being notable for the scientific character 
of the playing. 

In the semi-finals in singles Welling- 
ton and Spear faced each other, the 
former playing in splendid form and 
winning both sets. Mauy of Ins points 
were scored on accurate placing across 
court to the side line. Spear, who won 
the championship of the Boston Univer- 
sity, made some good volleys, but got 
rattled, aud kept driving the ball out of 
court. 

The best match of the afternoon was 
that between A. G. Wellington and E.W. 
Poud in the finals in singles. Wellington 
is a member of the Belinont Tennis Club, 
and has an exce lent reputation . as a 
player in amateur circles. Pond gradu- 
ated from Dartmouth iu the class of ’01. 
He won the college tournament at Dait- 
moutb this year, and first prize in the 
consolation doubles in the Partridge 
tournament at Auburndale, his partner 
being Kenneth Brown of Cambridge. 
He also holds the eastern Maine cham- 
pionship cup in singles, being the winner 
in the toumamciit played recently iu 
Bangor. 

Wellington was generally looked upon 
as a sure winner, but the prognosticators 
were wrong, as usual, aud Pond easily 
captured the first prize in singles. 

Wellington started iu splendidly iu the 
first set, playing from the back of the 
corn t and accurately and safely. He won 
the first three games, but was unable to 
score much after that, Pond’s net play 
rattling him. Pond slammed iu great 
style, and succeeded in passing his op- 
ponent frequently at the net. The 
secoud aud third sets went to Poud 
easily. Wellington continued to play 
from the buck of the court, aud Pond 
kept up his tactics of rushing to the net. 
The former lost heart, apparently, aud 
kept driving into the net and out of 
court, Potid hitting safely to the side 
lines. The score was: 7 — 5, 6—2, 0—0. 

lu the semi-finals in doubles, Snear and 
Carter vanquished Warreu ami Davis, 
aud R. (J. and L. B. Thomas defeatel 
Dexter and Waterhouse. The Thomas 
brothers then faced E. It. Spear aud A. 
P. Carter iu the finals. It. C. Thomas 
nut up a tine game at the net, and his 
brother covered the back line territory in 
good shape. Both men smashed effec- 
tively, aud kept their opponents hustling 
ull the time. Spear and Carter served 
fairly well, but appeared loath to handle 
the Thomas’ drives. Most of their 
points were scored ou their opponents 
drives out of court. R. C. Thomas is 
considered a clever player, and gave the 
veteran Mausfield a close rub iu the 
Horace Partridge tournament. The 
finals iu doubles resulted: 6— 3, 6—3, 
6-3.

THE SUPREME COURT DECIDES THE 
BAINARD CASE IN ITS FAVOR. 

The John Bainnrd case has been 
decided in favor of the City aud Cheese- 
cake Brook decided not a nuisance. Tho 
case has been before the Court for four 
years, and has been contested at every 
stage, resulting iu a complete victory for 
the City, and for City Solicitor Slocum, 
who appeared for Newton. 

The Boston Post of July 10th, gives 
the following report of the case: 

CHEESE CAKE BROOK NOT A NUISANCE. 

John Barnard vs. City of New- 
ton. Plaintiff is owner of a pieeo of 
land iu Newton through which the 
Cheese Cake Brook flows. The brook is 
an aucient natural water course. The 
defendant city oomtruoted a system of 
side surface and under drains in some 
of their streets, which conducted the 
water iu the water shed aud the wash of 
the streets into the Cheese Cake Brook 
above plaintiff’s laud. Tho case was 
referred to a master who found that tho 
fish which were previously iu the brook 
have substantially disappeared. That 
sometimes after a heavy flow of water 
had subsided and the water had become 
low aud shallow in places in the brook 
below plaintiff’s land, where the vegetable 
matter and grass and weeds ou the shore 
appeared, particularly in warm weather, 
a disagreeable order would be perceptible 
therefrom, like that of muddy meadow 
shores, and that this could Not be traced 
in the heavy or extraordinary flow of the 
brook. A demurrer was filed by tho de- 
fendant with its answer. There was a 
hearing before a single justice of the 
court aud he ordered the plaintiff’s bill 
dismissed and the complainant appealed 
to the full court. 

The opinion of tbo full court is as 
follows: 

“This is a bill in equity to enjoin the 
city of Newton from discharging sewage 
into a brook called Cheese Cake Brook 
above the plaintiff’s land upon the brook, 
and from emptying more water into it 
than would flow into it naturally. The 
master’s report shows that the city has 
constructed a system of surface drainage 
in some of its streets aud ways under 
the powers relating to- the public streets 
and ways, and that no drainage comes 
into the brook except what comes from 
the ordinary wash of these streets and 
ways. In oue place iu the watershed 
west of the brook the surface water 
gathered into a small stream for some 
1300 feet aud then spread over the 
surface again and disappeared below the 
plaintiff’s land. A small but substantial 
portion of the water from the western 
watershed, including perhaps a portion 
of the last mentioned water and water 
from eastern watershed, which before 
had not entered the brook, uow Hows 
into it through the drains. The increase 
occurs mainly in heavy rains and sudden 
thaws, generally does not last many 
days, and is not found to cause tho brook 
to overflow. The surface drainage into 
the brook being uow from streets, the 
water is uo loeger clear, the fish have 
been driven from it, and at times it has 
a disagreeable smell, not found to 
amouut to a nuisance. 

"Upon these facts we are of apinoiu 
that the bill must be dismissed. The 
pollution of tho water by the usual im- 
purities from streets is not a cause of 
actiou. The use of bis laud for streets 
with tho usual consequences to owners 
lower down the stream would not exceed 
the common law rights of an upper 
owner. (Wheeler vs, Worcester, 10 Allen, 
501, 002; Merri field vs. Worcester, 110 
Mass., 210, 220; 6ce Middlesex Company 
vs. McCue, 141 Mass., 103.) 

"Equally little can the plaintiff com- 
plain of the increased discuatge of sur- 
face water.into the stream. Wo do not 
say that no change of the watershed on 
a large settle could give rise to a cause of 
action on the part of the lower proprie- 
tor. But a change which only slightly 
aud occasionally enlarges the How of 
a natural stream, within its capacity, 
and does not make it overflow, is not ob- 
jectionable. (Jackson vs. Arlington 
Mills, 137 Mass. 277, 283.) 

"Again, so far as appears, all the 
damage to the plaintiff, if any, was the 
necessary consequence of the laying out 
of the streets aud ways from which the 
surface drainage came. If so, and if the 
statute imposes a greater liability than 
the common law for this damage — 
when so caused (Woodbury vs. Beverly, 
February, ’91), the only remedy is under 
the statute. (Flagg vs. Worcester, 13 
Gray, 001, 603; Wheeler vs. Worcester, 
10 Allen, 501, 003; Collins vs. Waltham, 
151 Mass , 196, 198.)

The* Wool Question. 

Tlic president of the Ohio Wool Grow- 
ers Association, Mr. William Lawrence, 
is in a terrible fever because wool is 
lower by two or three cents a pound than 
it was otie year ago. Congress not being 
in session at this time, this political 
shepherd writes to the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, under date of July 7. In his 
letter he copies an extract from one of 
the Commercial’s articles, and then ful- 
miuntes as follows against Eastern man- 
ufacturers: 

In other words, the idea you state is 
that too many of the Eastern manufac- 
turers have entered into a conspiracy to 
buy Australian wool rather than Ameri- 
can wool, to puniBh wool-growers for 
demanding improved protection, and to 
make them believe that protection does 
not benefit them. For otic I cannot say 
that I very much regret that the Eastern 
manufacturers have pursued this course, 
and for two reasons: First— It will 
stimulate the farmers of the whole 
country to demand an increase of wool 
duties— protection equal to that afforded 
to wool manufacturers by the McKinley 
law, that is such a 4 practically prohibits 
all imports. That is precisely what 
manufacturers properly have and what 
farmers will insist on having. Let no 
man bo elected President nor any man be 
sent to Congress who will not come up 
to this standard. American wool-grow- 
ers can supply all needed wools. There 
is no reason in permitting one pound of 
foreign wool to come into the country. 
►Second — The people west of the Alle- 
ghanies must wake up and manufacture 
all the wool grown by them, as nearly 
where grown as possible. This will save 
the cost of shipment East, and enable 
wool-growers to realize a little better 
prices than they can in the East, after 
deducting freight charges and commis- 
sions for E istern markets. Your people 
in Cincinnati should hold a mass meeting 
in Music Ilall immediately, raise two or 
more millions capital, to which Western 
wool-growers should contribute, and 
start the largest woollen nulls in the 
country, give employment to ten thous- 
and or more people, including largely 
women, boys ami girls, and start Cin- 
cinnati on tne road to the largest manu- 
facturing city of wool on the continent. 

To which the Boston Transcript says: 

Mr. Lawrence, as a high protective 
tariff man, is a natural curiosity. He 
evinces about as much simplicity lespect- 
ing the motives likely to impel Eastern 
manufacturers as he does about the laws 
of trade. He charges Eastern manu- 
facturers with embarking in a conspiracy 
to “buy Australian wool rather than 
American wool.” Does Mr. Lawrence 
suppose that these manufacturers would 
purchase Australian wool if it were not 
for their interest so to do? What is the 
necessity for any combination to influ- 
ence men iu the direction of their own 
Eelf-interests? Taking Mr. Lawrence’s 
view of the meaning of the word con- 
spiracy, and lie is the greatest conspira- 
tor against the woollen goods and carpet 
manufacturers of New England that the 
country contains. He proposes to starve 
out the whole business east of the Alle- 
ghauies by manufacturing wool where it 
is grown. And he is going to have Cin- 
cinnati become the largest manufacturing 
city of wool on the continent. Let 
manufacturers in the East read this Law- 
leuco proclamation and tremble! Per- 
haps they may yet consider it worth 
their while to silence by some means or 
other the Ohio Wool Growers’ Associa- 
tion, and thus euable the Congress of the 
United States hereafter to legislate with- 
out fear of those potent sheep-growers 
in political pastures— Columbus Delano 
an<l William Lawrence. 


The Cost of Making Iron. 

In an article explaining the progress 
of the South in iron making the New 
York Tribune said of some advantages 
possessed by Southern furnaces: 

Northern furnaces compensate for this 
in part by use of better and more eco- 
nomical machinery, getting rid of part of 
the labor, so that the labor cost on a ton 
of pig iron is reported by Mr. Wright to 
he 14 cents less at the North than at the 
South, although the Southern laborers 
do actually receive lower wages. 

This is an interesting admission by the 
chief organ of protection, because it 
breaks the force of the most plausible of 
all the arguments made for a high tariff. 
Southern manufacturers pay lower 
wages, but the Northern manufacturers 
get their labor at a little less cost by the 
ton. Thus the higher priced labor is the 
cheaper. But this pnuoiple is just as 
applicable to the competition between 
the United States and Europe as it is to 
the competition between the North and 
the South in our own country. High 
wages do not prove a high cost of labor 
and do not of themselves justify protec- 
tion even when it is admitted that differ- 
ences iu the cost of labor ought to be 
offset by a tariff. 


THE BOSTON EAST WIND. 


AND WHAT Mlt. HOLDEN LEARNED ABOUT 
IT IN A BALLOON. 

Luther L. Holden writes in the Boston 
Commonwealth : The much derided east 
wind, which every Bostonian knows to 
he a summer solace, breathing the fresh, 
pure air of the sea, after humanity has 
suffered halt the day iu the seething heat 
of the shore, is a local disturbance of the 
atmosphere arisiug from the iutlueuce of 
the water, and of a different order than 
the so-called easterly storms which real- 
ly come from the west or southwest. 
The air current is thiu, its influence is 
gentle, and its strength is exhausted 
within a few miles of the shoreline, 
where it is wasted iu the ‘resistance of 
the greater body of surrounding air. 

Thu phenomena of air curreutsare but 
imperfectly understood, for the obvious 
reason that there is a lack of opportunity 
for accurate observation, but the bulioou 
could be advantageously used iu such 
service under intelligent direction. Thu 
balloon traveller would be able to note 
many interesting facts in nature if he 
could remain sufficiently composed to 
exercise his senses iu the line of meticro- 
logical Investigation,— a state .>i mind 
not easily attainable, perhaps, iu conse- 
quence of the novelty of his euviroumeut, 
and the actual dangers that may be pres- 
ent iu lauding. At any late the passen- 


ger must be cool-headed who can con- 
trol his nerves and especially the desire 
to see all that is to ho seen, so as to note 
steadily the minute variations of n sot of 
scientific instruments. 

But to return to the east wind. The 
seahreezo is at times not more than a 
thousand feet in thickness, and it iB not 
unlikely that it would often bo found to 
be only a few hundred feet, if it could he 
accurately measured. I remember sev- 
eral instances in my balloon-travels whore 
the shallowness of the surface current 
was apparent. In an excursion with 
.Samuel A. King, a well-known aeronaut, 
onr balloon was borne, not rapidly hut at 
a fair rate of speed— 18 or 20 miles an 
hour — from Boston to Marshfield. While 
we were traveling in a south-easterly 
direction, at an altitude of a few thou- 
sand feet, we took a new course, a little 
south of east. We wore rapidly approach- 
ing tho sea, and our new direction would 
have cleared the end of Cipo Cod, which 
was pi duly to be discerned, with fully 
two- thirds of New England beside. Laud 
might next bo sighted somewhere along 
the coast of Spam or northern Africa. 
This reflection caused Mr. King to bring 
the air-ship to tho surface. We were 
quickly over the wator, a considerable 
distance beyond the beach, and, singular 
to relate, our course had suddenly 
changed again, almost at right angles 
with the previous one. In place of an 
east-south-east direction, the balloon had 
assumed one that was north-north-west, 
nnd was coursing along at a lively rate in 
a line almost directly parallel with the 
shore. 

While accurate observations had not 
been made, it was evident that the air 
current we had finally reached was only 
a few hundred feet deep— at most not 
over a thousand. It was uot an east 
wind, but of the same order, emanating 
from tho waters south of Cape Cod. or, 
perhaps from the nearer Cape Cod bay. 
Saving ourselves from a wetting by 
climbing into the hoop of the balloon, 
and also through the use of the drag- 
rope, we availed ourselves of tho services 
of a friendly yacht that crossed our path 
(nothing behind us could possibly have 
overtaken us), and were steered into the 
shore. Tnis, I believe was the first and 
otdy instance where a balloon was actu- 
ally navigated.

The stage-ageut collects 
our fare, gives “Bob,” the driver, his 
“way-bill,” And slams the stage-door 
shut. 

“Bob” settles himself iu his seat, but- 
tous the heavy leather aprou over his 
knees, lights a cigarette, jams his wide- 
rimmed sombrero firmly on his head, 
speaks sharply to his “leaders,” cries 
“all set,” throws off the brake, cracks 
his long six-horse whip over the backs 
of the nervous horses, and with a sud- 
den clatter of wheels and a rattling of 
hoofs and harness, away wo go up the 
mouutain grade, plunging, swaying, 
rocking, like a tug-boat iu a heavy 
“chop” sea. 

Did I understand you to say this is 
your first California stage-ride? Then 
you have some never-to-be-forgotten 
experiences before you, that is if you do 
uot get sea-sick, aud if your eyes and 
ears are of any account. 

“Sea-sick” on a stage, you ask? Yes 
iudeed, it is no uncommon thing for 
novices iu stage-riding to exhibit all the 
symptoms of sea-sickuess, especially 
young married couples, aud people of 
tho “Mahtin Faquah Tuppeh” sort.

Being ourselves “outside” passengers, 
as are nil “old stagers” when possible, 
wo have a ntiprone and lofty indifferenro 
for those who are sweltering and jolting 
together on “the inside.” 

But at the first halting place, where we 
stop to chnngo horses, we climb down to 
stretch our legR nnd are able then to see 
that we have inside a Mexican woman 
with three children nnd n dog, one 
health-seeker from tho far East, or “one 
lunged tender-foot,” as Bob the driver 
calls him, a sweet Voting “school 
ma’am,” just from the Normal at San 
Jose, going out to take charge of her 
first school, and a very cross old gentlo- 
man with gout, dyspepsia and rheuma- 
tism, who is going over to the “Springs” 
for the improvement of his health. But 
while we have been studying our fellow 
travelers we have almost forgotten to 
look about ub at the country. 

For the last hour we have been climb- 
ing a broad, steep, mountain grade, and 
although wc have on six horses and have 
walked them most of the way, they are 
wringing wet. 

But now wo are on the ridge at last, 
and feel the cool ocean breeze again, and 
we stop for a moment to rest the horses 
and look about us.

“There is another locality which for 
its attractions should be reserved. In tho 
southeastern portion of tho township of 
Newton, close upon the outskirts of 
Brookline, and almost within the sound 
of the bells of Bjston, lies the sheot of 
water which for two centuries has. borne 
the name of Hammond’s pond. Encir- 
cled by its border of forests, craggy 
eminences and picturesque surroundings 
it has retaiued in a remarkable degree 
its primitive wildness and beauty. Its 
peculiar secluded position, affording rest, 
protection and food, still attiacts the 
migratory water-fowl in their appropri- 
ate season, while the neighboring woods 
and thickets are the cho.en breediuj;- 
|s!aeo of innumerable songsters, and in 
them the red fox digs his hole unscared. 
No poet has ever sung its praise, aud yet 
its charms are perennial Whether in the 
bloom and joy of spring, when its bor- 
ders are whitened with the paniclud an ► 
dromeda; in the early summer, when its 
surface is bright with the glossy leaves 
and fragraut flowers of the water-lily; 
iu the days of autumn when it reflects 
the glorious coloring of the maples— its 
vicinity has been, and is still, the chosen 
haunts of the botanist and lover of rural 
quietude. 

Here Bigelow, Boot, Tuckermau, Im- 
erson, Oakes aud others have discovered 
and described countless specimens of its 
abundant flora; here, too, scholars of 
less note have found inspiration and en- 
couragement in their communion with 
nature, 

Beyond tue western boundary of the 
pond is a large grove of hemlocks, re- 
markable for their great size, height, 
symmetry and beauty, the approach to 
which is over a wooded hillside and by a 
descent through a narrow ravine. Within 
the grove, ana on its southern border, is 
a craggy peak made up of large frag- 
ments of rock piled upon each other in a 
confused Titanic mass. Within the crev- 
ices and cavities thus formed upon its 
northern slope, and protected from the 
Buulight by the deep shade of the tree , 
masses of snow and ice linger long after 
their disappearance elsewhere while 
ferns and other shade-loving plants grow 
in profusion, forming with the licheus 
and mosses a “rockery” that no art 
could imitate. 

From its summit wide stretches of 
country, embracing the graceful outlines 
of Wacbuset, and the bolder one of the 
Great Monaduock, in the far horizon are 
visible, while all about is yet a forest- 
region, with grassy paths and openings, 
but partially invaded by dwellings and 
farms. No doubt there are districts of 
iu'erest aud value lying within a short 
distance of many towns and cities. It 
would be wise to secure them for public 
use before they are destroyed, as they 
certainly must be. No better investment 
than such a purchase could be made, and 
in many cases the cost would he compar- 
atively trifling, if an effort were made to 
secure the land without delay.

LOTS OF ADVICE. 


The secretary of the Republican Club 
lias received a large invoice of good ad- 
vice from Republicans, iu response to a 
request. Senator Hoar writes a letter 
describing the kind of a man wanted for 
governor, and his description might ap- 
ply to Mr. Crapo, but would certainly 
not to some of the candidates who are 
“hustling” for tho place. He says: 

But this year, above all others, if we 
are to redeem Massachusetts, we should 
have a candidate for governor who is 
himself a standard, who is the embodi- 
ment of integrity, modesty, unselfish- 
ness, soundness of judgment, soundness 
of opinion and largo intellectual power, 
a man whom nobody will suspect of hav- 
ing sought tho otlice, and who will uot 
for a moment be thought to represent 
any faction or division in the Republican 
ranks. With such a candidate our tri- 
umph will be assured. Without such a 
candidate there is nothing before us but 
disaster. 

An anonymous "summer up” is sup- 
posed to be Mr. Beard and he pays his 
respects to the Boston Republican dailies 
as follows: "The few newspapers we 
have are "largely used, politically, either 
for tho "promotion of seltish and per- 
sonal political ends, or to no end at all.” 

Some of the advice is eminently wise 
and sensible, as for instance the follow- 
ing letter from Mr. J. R. Leeson of this 
city: 

In the state campaign it would seem of 
chief importance to have acceptable can- 
didates, ineu of adequate capacity aud of 
unexceptionable character. Iu legisla- 
tive work the country needs rest. Ex- 
perimental and purely party methods 
should be rigidly eschewed. What is 
most required is honest money. No man 
willingly carries a silver dollar on his 
person; there is absolutely no use for a 
coin of such bulk, aud nothing heavier 
than a half dollar should be put in use. 
Every silver dollar in circulation may be 
withdrawn and the metal used for halves, 
quarters and dimes, the balance being 
used as bullion for reserve against silver 
certificates. In the judgment of a ma- 
jority of merchants, tho country needs a 
bankruptcy bill similar to the bill which 
was not reached by the senate ot the 51st 
congress. There should also be a bill 
passed to amend Borne of the schedules 
of the McKinley (so-called) administra- 
tive tariff bill, so as to secure moie effi- 
cient administration and just and fail- 
treatment of legitimate importing inter- 
ests. 

Though it may at first sight seem of 
secondary moment, there are few legis- 
lative acts more likely to procure the 
material well-beiug and comfort of the 
whole country for all time than a 
measure extending the area of timber 
reservations, with rigorous provisions 
fur the puuishmont of timber thieves 
from the public domain. National parks 
aud timber reserves should be placed 
under the protection of the U. S. army, 
acting for the purpose as a national 
police. 

Mr. Geo. M. Fiske of Auburndale takes 
a very decided stand in favor of progress 
by advocating "protection, honest 
niouey, free ballot and fair count, sub- 
jection of the liquor dealers to law and 
order, true, honest, sensible civil service 
reform. As progressive issues, Govern- 
ment ownership of telegraph and tele- 
phone set vice; municipal ownership of 
gas and electric light plants and of 
street railways; municipal suffrage for 
women; Govenment control, but not 
ownership, of railroads.” 

Mr. Edwin S. George thinks the party 
ishould adopt the views of the National- 
ists aud advocates, "federal government 
control of telegraph aud railroad lines, 
the most important question tor the 
national election bailing immigration and 
t niff laws.” 

Mr. Chandler Seaver of West Newton 
lias evidently been reading the Boston 
Traveller and endorses its platform by 
advocating "support of public schools 
and other American iustitutious.” 

The Republican Club received the 
above assortment of udvice from Newton 
men, aud an eveu greater variety of ideas 
from other parts of the state. 

One writei urged that the platform be 
cut down to a few principles, epigram- 
i.mtically expressed, and the committee 
on resolutions would certainly have to 
bo "blue pencil experts,” if they take 
these letters for the foundation of their 
work. 

One writer says not iuuptly that it will 
lie candidates, uot isaues, that will de- 
termine the result this fall, aud all place 
great stress upon the importance of hav- 
ing a candidate for governor whose 
character aud record will be such as to 
uiiiic the party. Judging the letters as 
a w hole, the majority of the writers see 
the importance of uot uiakiug the 
McKinley bill a proiuiueut issue, but of 
laying the gieatest stress upon the re- 
ciprocity measures of the national ad- 
ministration. 


' Mr. .Tost Ait Quincy comments on tho 
letter of Mr. J. R. Leeson to the Republi- 
can Club, published above, and says: 

"Many of the replies show an enooitr- 
i aging progress toward libctal views on 
the taiifl question. Mr. J. R. Leeson. I 
am glad to see, advocates the amend- 
i ment of the McKinley administrative 
tariff bill, so as to secute more efficient 
j administration and just and fair treat- 
ment of legitimate importing interests.’ 

: The admission that the bill is In need of 
amendment is unite a significant one, 

I coming from suen a well known support- 
er of high tariff doctrines as Mr. Leeson. 

I Mr. Quincy is evidently not well in* 

1 formed in regard to Mr. Leeson’ s posi- 
tion. Although a member of tho Homo 
Market Club he is no fanatic on the ques- 
tion of protection, and ho was one of a 
committee appointed by the Boston Mer- 
chants' Association to go to Washington 
and oppose the proposed McKinley Ad- 
ministrative tariff bill. By the help of 
Congressman Candler they did succeed 
in eliminating some of its most vicious 
features in tho house. But some of 
these were replaced iu the Senate, and 
neither Mr. Leesou nor the committee 
. were at all satisfied with the bill as it 
passed. They did uot believe that every 
importer should be treated ns a rascal, 
which is the attitude of the bill, and 
which was then a popular policy with 
some politicians. Mr. Leeson did uot 
think this either proper or wise, consid- j 
eritig that the importers of Boston, for 
instance, are among the most respected 
citizens of that city. Mr. Leeson has j 
not changed his views, which are those 
of a practical business man, who has 
adopted his views after many years of 
successful experience iu business. 


Tiie Marlboro Mirror-Journal, pub- 
lished by the Pratt Brothers of "forty 
papers” fame, has been merged into 
"The Republican,” the new paper which 
has boen heralded to care for the party 
interests in the Fourth Congressional 
district. The first number looks well, 
has three columns and a hrlf of Republi* 
can editorials, and perhaps it will fill a 
long felt want. It is understood to be 
run by the Republican managers of the 
district, aud on this account it is inter- 
esting to note that it favors almost auy 
mau except Speaker Barrett for gover- 
nor. 


It is announced that the Garden City 
Street Railway are already making con- 
tracts for the building of their road from 
Newtonville to Newton Centre, as it is 
certain they will secure the location. 
The aldermen should insist on having 
the road in operation this fall, as it is 
urgently needed by the school children 
and all who have occasion to cross from 
one side of the city to the other. 

In a letter from our California corre- 
spondent, some idea is given of the 
recent hot spell there, when the mercury 
went iuto the bund reds. A young lady 
who rashly walked on the asphalt side- 
walk, left her slipper sticking in the 
melted tar, which must have been rather 
embarrassiug, and shows the importance 
of wearing high buttoned boots even iu 
hot weather. 

Tiik Newton Street Railway grows 
more popular daily, ns a pleasant means 
j of securing an outing, and the rouud trip 
gives one an opportunity to see some J 
very attractive scenery, especially the 
Waltham part of it, with its views of the 
Charles River, aud the wooded fields and 
hills beyond. During the warm even- 
ings the cars are always will filled. 

The Providence Journal hopes Mrs. 
Harrison will uot iusist on her an- 
nounced program of using only American 
goods iu refurnishing the White House, 
as if she carries out the plau in regard 
to kitchen furnishings there will be no 
American tin plate left for campaign 
purposes. 

In spite of the hot weather this week 
Newtou has been a very comfortable 
place, aud the attendance at the weddiug ' 
iu Eliot church shows that there are j 
plenty of people left iu Newton, in spite 
of the exodus to the shore aud muuu- 
tains.

1 think 1 also stated that this would not 
be the result of a change of administra- 
tion. The prejudice against Chairman 
Crocker had its rise a long time ago. 
The prejudice was strong and ha* con- 
tinually increased, uot only among the 
managers of the several railroads in the 
slate, but among ihe citizens of the Com- 
monwealth who have had occasiop to be I 
beaid before the hoard. It is no secret 
that the retirement of George C. Crocker 
from his position entered largely iuto 
the campaigu of 18U1. 1 dou’t say that j 


' promises were actually made on either 
side, but I do assert that one condition 
of the campaign was that George (’. 
Crocker should not bo re-appointed and 
that those requiring tbis pledge of which- 
ever party were confident that the pledge 
would be redeemed. 1 don’t pretend to 
say who the parties were or what motives 
they had for requiring this pledge, but 
this much V do know that George C. 
Crocker had made himself obuoxious to 
a large aud powerful class from the day 
ho received bin appointment to succeed 
Judge Russell.

At present 
twenty men are employed. The roof is nil 
shingled and nearly nil the sides. The 
window sashes are In place and many other 
minor details have been attended to.

A Well Full of Snake*. 

Connecticut evidently is lient on giv- 
ing Georgia a tussle for the position of 
chief center for the distribution of snake 
stories. This one comes from Norwich: 

A man here the other day took the 
stone cover off an old dry well in his 
pasture uml saw at the bottom of it a 
ball of braided black snakes bigger than 
a lager beer keg. Ho ran to the house 
and got his revolver and a box of cart- 
ridges.

California Correspondence. 

Oaklaud, July, 1801. 
To the Editor of the GliAl’HlO: 

The Colorado Desert mystery lias ex- 
. cited much curiosity of late in California, 
That a large lake should form ou the 
silt, sandy, dry desert, aud daily increase 
in depth and width has created many 
theories as to its source. It is well 
known that the greater portion of this 
desert is below sea level, and that there 
are many indications which sho v that 
the desert has at some time been the bo.i 
of the ocean. The beach line on the 
sides of mountains of the ancieut waters 
can still be traced, while bones of whales, 
sea shells and other evidences of mariue 
life are numerous. 

At S.ilton the valley is iu saucer shape, 
au«l the lowest portion is 203 feet below 
the sea. There are vast deposits of salt 
( which are being mined at Salton, the salt 
being left, doubtless, when the ocean re- 
ceded. Several parties have been sent 
out by laud and water to ascertain tho 
source of the new lake, but so far it is 
uot discovered. The Cocopah Indians 
aud Yuma people believe that the water 
comes from the head of the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia. Others think the water is from 
the overflow of the Colorado river. 
Indian runners have been sent to follow 
the river’s bank with instructions to find 
where the water leaves tho river, if it does 
so, and how it passes under or through the 
sind hills to reach the desert from the 
distance of seventy or more miles. 

The lake is supposed to be already 40 
miles long, 12 wide, and from 2 to 4 feet 
in depth. It has the appearance of hav- 
ing risen from the bowels of the earth. 
If the water continues to increase the 
railroad may have to be removed above 
high water mark on the ranges of moun- 
tains. The water of the lake is salt, but 
this is no proof of its source, because 
eveu fresh water would soou become in- 

E regnated from the salt beds. Indians 
ave a tradition that the whole desert of 
some 3000 square miles was ouce under 
water, and they are being frightened out 
of the valley. Parties sent out by boat 
have been obliged to return ou account 
of the force of the current. 

The thermometer has been climbiug 
very high during the past week. On 
Monday the range in Oakland was from 
101 degrees to 104 degrees according to 
the situation. It was “the hottest day in 
forty years” rouud the bay. In the in- 
terior it was from twelve to fifteen de- 
grees warmer. Several persons have died 
from sun stroke, a tbiug almost uukuowu 
before in California. A man in San 
Francisco stood nearly all day in his 
shirt sleeves selling iced lemonade from 
a big tank. (Everybody wanted a drink 
at five cents per glass. He dipped out 
his lemonade contiuuoush for nine or 
ten hours. The supply was kept up by 
a partner. The business was very pro- 
fitable aad the man was pronounced as 
one of “the brightest men of the city” 
for business. 

The heat produced softening of the 
asphultum walks iu some places. In oue 
case a young lady who was walking one 
of the streets left her shoe behind her in 
the soft tar, but a gentleman secured it 
aud returned it to the smiling girl, who 
afterwards took the precaution of walk- 
ing ou the curbing. 

The famous Michael Davitt is now iu 
Oakland, where his wife’s relatives re- 
side. There is a marked contrast with 
the reception he received here a few 
years ago, when there was a procession, a 
purse of $SOO a mass meetiug, banquet, 
etc. A few Irishmen give him a call 
now, and he may have many friends, hut 
his reception has been a cool one iu com- 
parison with his former visit. 

Government has at length awakened to 
its duty and in time of peace is prepar- 
ing to defend our coast in case of war. 
Besides having recently built several 
large war vessels, it has commenced au 
elaborate system of submarine mines iu 
San Francisco Bay. The harbor will be 
sown thickly with torpedoes and in a 
few months San Francisco will be pre- 
pared to defend itself against auy hostile 
ships coming into its gates. There are 
six or seven hundred of the latest de- 
signed torpedoes stored In one of the 
bay islands, and several hundred are 
charged, it is said, with dynamite and 
guu cotton, and nearly ready for anchor- 
age. Since California was settled by 
white men it has been in a most defence- 
less state, and the inhabitants have loug 
felt the exposed position aud their great 
danger if there were enemies abroad. 
But when this system is completed, 
should a fleet of intruders enter the bay 
a few men could easily defend the har- 
bor, therefore the people inay sleep iu 
peace aud thank the government for its 
protecting care. C. E. B.

Mr. Lang’s 
daughter Emma, who sailed some weeks 
ago on board tho Fuerst Bismarck, for 
Hamburg, acted as tho first bridesmaid 
in the real wedding, while Miss Ella 
Martin and Mr. Gus Kuenneke person- 
ated tho happy couple in this city. 

The ceremonies, by a careful calcula- 
tion of the difference in longitude, were 
performed at the same moment of time. 
The happy young couple will establish 
their homo in the old Prussian home- 
stead, where Mr. Lang was born sixty- 
eight years ago. At the mock wedding 
here a very happy hour was spent. The 
refreshment served was wine from Mr. 
Lang’s own vintage. A case of the same 
wine was shipped sometime ago to Prus- 
sia, and it was drunk at tho real wed- 
ding at the same hour it was drunk here.

A Sidewalk of Tins. 

Ansonia, Conn., will have almost a 
unique pavement, if one of her citizens 
carries liis ideas into execution. He is 
president of a brass pin company, and 
intends rebuilding tho sidewalk in front 
of his home with pins. Ho has at the 
company's shop some twenty barrels of 
odd and imperfect pins, the accumulation 
of years, and these he will utilize. 

On the corner of Broad and Pine 
streets, some years ago, several barrels 
of pin scraps were placed. The neces- 
sary factor in this style of sidewalks, 
corrosion, accomplished the rest, and 
now there exists a walk of solid iron.

EipprlmrnM Ih Growing Sponge*. 

It was rumored in tho sponge trade on 
Saturday that a company had been 
formed with ft 00,000 capital to under- 
take experiments at sponge growing on 
the ocean shore of Long Island, opposite 
the Shinnecock hills. The story caused 
considerable amusement among practical 
men in the business. 

“It will be a waste of time and money,” 
one of them said, “to try to grow sponge 
in northern waters. Sponges will not 
grow in a cold climate. We have a grade 
of sponges known in the trade as Long 
Island grass singes. They are of a 
cheap quality, and do not come from our 
Long Island across the river. They are 
from tho south.” 

Several attempts have been made to 
grow sponges in this section during the 
past ten years. “A firm in Cedar street 
were interested in a sponge raising 
scheme down at Patchogue five years 
ago,” a dealer sai.l. “They started in, 
if my memory serves mo right, by mak- 
ing an artificial bottom of coral, prac- 
tically tho same substance on which the 
sponge grows in tho Mediterranean. 
Then a vessel load of sponges was sunk 
on the coral bed. After a time several 
sponge fishers of wide experience were 
sent out to the bed to gather tho first 
crop. They found tho seed sponges 
rotted and there. was not the slightest 
evidence of a new crop. Another effort 
to grow' sponges was subsequently made 
down the New Jersey shore, and, like 
the Long Island experiments, nothing 
came of it.” — New York Sun. 


Hundred* at a Dog’* Funeral. 

For a number of years Colonel J. B. 
Dodge, of Warsaw, has been the owner 
of a most beautiful and intelligent shep- 
herd dog. He was very friendly with 
children. Two years ago Frank, while 
interviewing another dog on tho railroad 
track, was run over by a passing train, 
crushing one of his hind legs and cutting 
off his beautiful tail.

TIIF. GARDEN CITY COMPANY. 

The board of aldermen mot Monday 
night, all the member* being present. 
The minutes of the last meeting were 
road and approved. 

Andrew Wellington of Nowtonviilo 
was appointed auctioneer. 

The Newton it Watertown Oas Co. 
petitioned for location of poles and 
wires on Temple street, as they had been 
requested to furnish electric lights to 
residents ou that street. 

Alderman Luke said that as a large 
number had remonstrated against poles 
on that street, ho had sought the opiuion 
of the city solicitor and road a letter 
from him, in which lie stated that as the 
company had been granted the right to 
run its poles and wires for oloctric lights 
ou any street., the aldermen had only to 
decide in regard to the kinds of poles 
and their location. 

Alderman Fonno said that when the 
order was presented by Alderman John- 
son, it was understood that it was to 
facilitate the chaugo from oil to electric 
street lamps, and he did not understand 
that the ordor was to run forever, or was 
to be so sweeping in its character. Per- 
haps it would bo a good plan, to rescind 
the order. 

Alderman Coffiu thought the Gas Co. 
should submit a plan of the loeation of 
their poles and should bo notified to that 
effect. 

Alderman Luke said the poles were al- 
ready up, but they were rough poles, 
and unpainted. He thought the same 
kind of poles should bo used as had been 
placed on Highland street. 

Alderman Fenno said the aldermeu 
could prescribe tho kind of poles and 
the Gas. Co. had no right to put up poles 
different from those prescribed in the 
order. 

Alderman Luke moved that the whole 
mutter bo referred to the Chief of the 
Fire Department to see that the proper 
poles were used and that they were pro- 
perly located; passed. 

Appointments and promotions in the 
fire department were made as follows: 
John F. Cal den to bo driver of No. 2 
hose; Edward J. Ilenrickus, to be diiver 
of No. 3 hose; Geo. W. Curtis to be pro- 
moted from hoseman to driver of No. 5 
hose; W. II. Morey to be promoted from 
driver of No. 2 hose to driver of No. 1 
engine; W. H. Ayles, Jr., from 
driver of No. 3 hose to diiver of chemi- 
cal B; J. S. Williams, from driver of No. 
5 hose to lieutenant of chemical B; F. A. 
Dexter, from driver of No. 1 engine to 
driver of truck 2. 

The following were appointed mem- 
bers of truck 3 and chemical B company: 
Sabin W Corbett, foreman; Cbas. R. 
Masters, assistant foremau: Brown G. 
Stronach, Chas.E.Nash, W. B. McMullen, 
F. N. Masters, J. L. Randall, Jas. W. C. 
Estabrooks, Joseph L. Richardson. 

Francis Bellamy and others asked for 
street lights on Griffin avenue r.nd Nor- 
man road. 

Win. Paul, for concrete walk on Jenni- 
sou street, Ward 2. Wm. Clark was 
granted license to build greeuhouse on 
California street, 125x20.‘‘ 

On motion of Alderman Sheppard $25 
was appropriated for the settlement of 
claims against the city. 

The committee on printing was author- 
ized to make a contract for priuting the 
city documents for next year. 

W. S. Rogers gave notice of intention 
to build a house on Kingsbury street, 
covering 1000 square feet. 

J. H. Bodge was granted license to 
build a carriage shed on Ceutre street, 
15x30. 

W. Gray was licensed as a junk dealer. 
C. D Stone gave notice of intention to 
build house on Nehuiden stieet, 30x40. 

Anthony Lucas, house off Elliott 
street, 30x70, with 2 ells; L. A. Ross, 
house ou Aluiue street, 30x47. 

The board then took a recess till 8 
o’clock. 

The heariug on the petition of the 
Nowton Street Railway company, for a 
change iu turnout on River stieet was 
then opened. Mr. II. B. Parker repre- 
sented the company and spoke briefly of 
the now familiar subject. Thomas 
Mague also spoke and wauted it no 
nearer the school house than was recom- 
mended by the committee. 

Mr. Lynch objected to having the 
turnout across his driveway, as four 
families lived iu his ward, and it would 
be dangerous for children. 

Supt. Henderson said a change of 10 
feet would clear Mr. Lynch’s driveway, 
and that 2S4 feet would do for the turn- 
out. 

The hearing was then closed and au 
order was passed granting the turnout 
from 100 feet east of Pine street for 284 
feet. 

Alderman Luke presented an order 
to have placed ou tile the remon- 
strance of Ghas. A. Wyman and others 
against poles on Temple street, and the 
letter of the city solicitor. 

T1IE NON’ANTL’M ENGINE HOUSE. 
Alderman Hyde presented the report of 
the public property committee ou the 
offer of II W. Wellington of a lot for the 
Nouantum engine house, and thanking 
Mr. Wellington for his generous offer, 
recommended that it be placed on the 
city lot, coiner of Bridge and Watertown 
streets, as it was more suitable. 

Alderman Sheppard presented a minori- 
ty report, recommending that the offer 
be accepted. He said that this was also 
the opinion of the chief of the lire de- 
partment and the chairman of the lire 
committee. The lot was more suitable, 
aud there was not a difference of more 
that 15 seconds between the two lots. He 
Imped the public property committee’s 
report would not he adopted. 

The report was accepted but uot 
adopted. 

Ou tuoLiou of Alderman Crehorc, the 
*150 received from the sale of a horse 
was turned over to the lire department 
appropriation. 

Alderman Hyde from the license com- 
mittee presented a report recommending 
that a license be granted to the N. E. 
Telephone Co. to erect poles on all but 
Temple street. This was amended by 
striking out all but Waltham, Lowell 
aud Beacon streets, and the order was 
then passed. 

A u order appropriating $7,000 for the 
building of a hose house ut Nonautum 
was then presented. 

Aldenuau Luke asked if the board had 
uot better delay till it had selected a lot? 

Alderman Crehore said more money 
would he needed if we take the city lot. 

Aldenuau Hyde said the public proper- 
ty committee would agree to build for 
the sutu named ou the city lot. 

Alderman Fonno usked if the city lot 
w as uot used for the police station? 

Aldenuau Hyde said the statiou could 
be moved to the rear of the lot. 


The order wm then passed by a unani- 
mous vote. 

Alderman Sheppard then presented an 
order, that the lot offered by Mr. Wel- 
lington be accepted. 

Alderman Hyde said tbo condition 
that the lot should revert to Mr. Wel- 
lington, if the use of it for (Ire purposes 
was discontinued, was one great objec- 
tion. The committee did not want to I 
make him a present of the building if 
the house was vacated for tifteeu 
minutes. Besides, it was not as suitable 
as the city lot. No children had ever 
been killed by the tire department vet, 
and tho fact that a school house was op- 
posite ought not to weigh with the 
board. The people of Nonautum also 
wished for the location lie recommended. 

Chief Blxby iu response to a question 
said the city had used for 20 or 30 years 
a lot given under similiar conditions and 
had had no trouble. 

A vote was taken and Mossrs. Fenno, 
Luke. Crehore and Sheppard voted yes, 
aud the order was adopted. 

On motion of Alderman Crehore an 
order was adopted appropriating $000 
for the purchase of two horses Tor the 
lire department. 

John L. Treat petitioned for a Oth 
class liquor license at Newton Highlands; 
referred to license committee. 

An order was passed that the Newtou 
Street Railway could take up the turn- 
out at Parsons or Lexington streets, ;at 
their option. 

The ooard then weut into executive 
session, after which they adjourned to 
Tuesday afternoon at 5 o’clock. 

TUESDAY’S SPECIAL MEETING. 

At the special meeting, Tuesday after- 
noon, the most important business was 
the passing of an order, granting a loca- 
tion to the Garden City Electric Street 
Railway Co. on Walnut, Homer, Centre, 
Willow, Sumner aud Statiou streets. The 
company, having secured its franchise, 
will build a single track road from New- 
tonville, through the streets named to 
Newtou Centre, its route termiuatiug 
near the Newtou Ceutre railway depot of 
the Boston A Albany railroad, and cover- 
ing a distance of about three miles. 

The tracks will he laid iu the ceutre of 
the street through Walnut to Lake View 
avenue. From that poiutto the intersec- 
tion of Homer street a side location has 
been granted, and from the intersection 
of Homer and Walnut streets to the ter- 
minating point of route the rails will be 
laid in the centre of the streets. 

Uuder the order granting the franchise 
to the railroad company, the new road 
must be completed and in operation 
within six mouths. The cars will be 
operated by the storage battery system. 
The car house will be located at the 
corner of Homer aud Walnut streets. 

The order ‘ granting the locations re- 
quires the use of a rail of not less Ilian 
35 pounds to the yard, aud provides for 
paving at certain points between the 
rails aud six inches outside of them on 
either side, sections uot paved to be filled 
iu with macadam, iu accordance with 
the requirements of the highway depart- 
ment. It establishes, also, the rate of 
fare at 5 cents, in accordance with 
statute law. 

The officials of the company state that 
work will be commenced as soou as pos- 
sible on the new road, and that its cars 
will be run on 30-miuuto time at first, 
and more frequently thereafter, if public 
convenience requires it. 

The order appropriating $7500 for a 
new liose house at Nonantum was recon- 
sidered aud referred to the finance com- 
mittee, for some legal ahanges in the 
wording. 

W. U. Tarhell petitioned for a concrete 
walk in front of liis premises. 

E. W. Wood, for the repair of walk on 
Highland street, for 420 feet south of 
Temple street. 

Morgan & Monahan were granted a 
license to build a stable 22x2S feet ou 
Cook street. 

The board then adjourned to Monday 
evening, Sept. 14th. 


The Civil Service Record ou Governor 
Russell. 

So much has been said of Commission- 
er Crocker that the following letter from 
Thomas Wentworth Iliggiusou to the 
Boston Post will be of interest: 

The Civil Service Record, which is 
usually so candid, seems to me to quite 
misapprehend Governor Russell’s posi- 
tion iu regaid to the non-appointment of 
Mr. G. G. Crocker as railroad commis- 
sioner. As I understand it, Governor 
Russell holds, lightly or wrongly, that a 
State commission becomes dangerous the 
rnomeut it distinctly and consciously 
transcends its powers aud assumes to 
override the authority that created it. 
This was precisely what the Railroad 
Commission, under Mr. Crocker’s guid- 
ance, had done iu the case of the Cam- 
bridge railroad crossing. Instead of do- 
ing what the Legislature had clearly in- 
structed it to do, it substituted some- 
thing else which it thought preferable. 
Whether what it substituted was really 
preferable or uot, is not the question; I 
myself think that it was; but it plainly 
was uot the thiug which it was required 
to do. It was as if an official appointed 
to prepare the military aud naval history 
of his State were to decide that a history 
of the Frauco-Prussiau war was, ou the 
whole, the thing most needed, aud were 
to proceed to prepare that. It was thus 
really a question iu which the whole au- 
thority of the State government was in- 
volved. Ileuce the illustration of the 
Civil Service Reform Record is curiously 
inappropriate. “Had he been in the em- 
ploy of a private corporation, we are 
convinced that such a thing as his dis- 
placement would not have been thought 
of.’’ Ou the coutrary, I should suppose 
that if he had been employed by any 
railroad corporation iu the State, and had 
coolly proceeded to erect a bridge where 
the directors had ordered a grade cross- 
ing, he would have lost his place withiu 
twenty-four hours. 

Speaking of the Cambridge crossing, 
the Civil Set vice Record says: “The 
Governor is a Cambridge man aud may 
have stroug feeliugs on this subject.” It 
may uot be improper to say that, so far 
as the matter of feeling is concerned, the 
preseut writer’s bias is all the other way. 
I was one of that minority iu Cambridge 
who favored au overhead bridge. But I 
think I speak for many others of that 
minority beside myself when 1 say that 
1 would rather see Cambridge subjected 
to as many grade crossings us Newtou 
than acquiesce iu the position that Massa- 
chusetts is to be governed by its Railroad 
Commission aud uot by its Legislature, 
ileuce the action of Governor Russell iu 
this case appears to me oue of the most 
consistent aud courageous acts of his ad- 
ministration, and oue of those surest to 
be sustained by his constituents.

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INDUSTRIAL TRAINING SCHOOL. 


A NEW PI Hl.lt INSTITUTION IN NEWTON. 


The list of public institutions in New- 
ton is to be increased by tho building of 
an Industrial Training School for boys, 
on Winchester street, Ward Five, where 
a farm of 70 acres have been secured. 

The school is in charge of tho Work- 
ing Boys’ Home corporation of Boston, 
Rev. S. F. Ford director, and the build- 
ing committee consists of Rev. J. F. 
Ford, Rev. II, P. Smith and Mr. Thomas 
B. Fitz of West Nowton. 

The building will ho of brick, four 
stories and an atic, with central tower, 
and will cost $150,000. 

The foundations arc now being laid. 
The tower aud ono wing will bo finished 
before the snow flies, and ready for oc- 
cupancy. This part of the work will in- 
volve an expense of $75,000. The other 
wing will ho added later. 

The architects, W. II. and J. A. Me- 
Giuty of 53 State street, Boston, furnish 
the following technical description of 
the building: 

Basement contains pressroom, com- 
posingroom, tailor shop, general lava- 
tories, euginoroom, boilers, the hoys re- 
fectory aud recreation rooms, each of the 
latter about 40x80. 

Ou a level with this floor, separated 
from main building by a 20-foot passage, 
is the kitchen building, 35x50. Besides 
the kitchen proper are the ovens, ser- 
vants’ dining-room, storerooms, etc., 
and over this portion of the building are 
sloeping-rooms for the servants. 

Adjoining the kitchen building is the 
laundry, 22x30. 

First floor is roaolied by double circu- 
lar steps to the doorway in ceutre of 
tower. The principal staircase occupies 
the central portion of the building. with 
a large hallway the full width of build- 
ing from which loads the corridor, sepa- 
rating room ou either side, until the 
class rooms are reached in tho wings. 
There are four of these iu each wing, 
each room beiug about square. 

These rooms are divided by sliding 
partitions, making, if occasion requires 
it, a large room 40x80. Ou this floor are 
located also the living rooms of the rev- 
oreud diiector and the business offices. 

Second floor, over the class rooms is 
the boys’ dormitory, 40x80. The main 
aud 6ido stairways continue, aud the re- 
maining portion of this floor is divided 
into various small rooms. 

Oil the third lloor is the chapel, the 
full size of the wing. On this floor also 
is the infirmary, dispensary, linen rooms, 
emergency rooms, etc. 

The good works of the Working Boys’ 
Home of Boston are known far and wide. 
Within its walls are sheltered the lads 
who have nowhere elso to lay their heads 
iu tho big city. In the wiutor time tney 
are sent to night schbols.. The boys un- 
der working ago attend tho public 
schools. Almost every day some young- 
ster is brought to tho institution who is 
too young to go out and earn a living, 
and the accommodations of the home for 
such being limited admission must be re- 
fused. 

This industrial branch to be estab- 
lished in Newtou will obviate many of 
the difficulties. There the youngest can 
be sent. Fewer boys will find tbelr way 
to penal institutions. 

There will be taught priuting, tailor- 
ing aud like trades. From time to time 
as the institution grows, other trades 
will bo added. The lads will have all 
the benefits of a country life, aud will go 
forth well equipped to earn, au honest 
living by skilful hnudicraft. 

Father Ford, tho director, has made a 
study of similar industrial schools in 
EJington, Peon., New York city and else- 
where, and he intends to make this in- 
stitution at Newton a model one. 

The money to carry out the project is 
raised by contributions and fairs. An- 
other source of iucome, and one of the 
largest, is the Sacred Heart Union. 
Twenty-five cents admits to membership 
in the union aud secures a paper which 
is published. 

The home on Bennett street, Boston, 
will still bo the receiving statiou and a 
shelter for boys who are old enough to 
stay in the city and work. The inmates 
of the home today number nearly 90. 

SKETCHES OF THINGS AM) PEOPLE. 


IN THE HACK WOODS OF CALIFORNIA. 

Ocer the Mountains into the Interior. 

What a magnificent prospect is about us 
from our position on this mountain ridge! 

Twenty-five hundred feet below us, and 
eighteen miles to the westward, the broad 
ocean glistens like a sea of glass; like a 
mjghty mirror framed on three sides by 
the blue circle of heaven, aud on the fourth 
side by the blue hills of the Coast Range, 
their bases fringed with silver spray from 
tumbling surges. 

And if you are unaccustomed thus to 
look from mountain grandeur upon ocean’s 
sublimity I fancy that your feelings will be 
something like those of 

“Stout Cortez, when with eagle eyes 
He stared at the Pacific— ana all fils men 
Looked ut each other with u wild surmise— 
Silent, upon a peak in Darien.” 

Y r et we have but a glimpse of it all, for 
with a rush, und a rattle, and a sharp rub- 
bing of the tightened brake, we go plung- 
ing down “the grade” ou the other side. 

The road is a foot deep in dust, and as 
we ‘go tearing down a yellow cloud rises 
about us filling our noses, ears, eyes, neck 
and mouth, for you must remember it Is 
June, and no ruin has fullen for two 
mouths and furthurmoru none Is expected 
for six months to come. 

Everybody gets out of our way aud stares 
after us, for as the stage carries the United 
States mail it has the first right of way, a 
right that is insisted upon by the driver 
both by voice and whip Is any one dares 
dispute it. 

Here we pass an old withered Mexicuu 
on a crazy ox-eurt witl^high wooden wheels 
loaded with chaparral wood. He has about 
two dollars worth, which he will haul for 
eighteen miles, the total proceed! represent- 
ing u week’s work. The heavy yoke, you 
will notice, is strapped on top of the oxen’s 

horns instead of being fastened on their 

necks, us iu this country. 

Here comes a baud of sheep, about tw’o 
thousand.-- What u dust they make as they 
come bleating along with tin-ir heads hang- 
ing down in the iJiadow of each others 
body! They are followed by aome Portu- 
gese on foot, attended by three of the fu- 
mous “sheen dog*” whose intelligence is 
proverbial the world over. 

Here i* a family of “movers,” ou their 
way to u new section of the couutry. They 
have two covered wagon*, one driven by 
the man, the other by hi* wife. He sits 
lumped over ou the front of the front 
wagon und chews tobacco, while she holds 
the reins of her team with one hand aud 
straightens out a half dozen shock-headed 
children with the other, w ho look wonder- 
iugly ut the big stage a* it goes Hashing 


nml thundering by. A cow tied behind 
her wagon pulls bnek, twisting her head 
from side to side and bawling dismally. 

And now we hear the jingle of bells aud 
we see honied up next to the mountain side 
a couple of “prairie schooners” drawn by 
ten mules and loaded with wheat hound for 
8an Luis Obispo. You will tiotice that 
the first three spans of mules in the tennis 
have a bow of bells over their shoulders so 
that at every step they take the bells will 
jingle. This is to keep the “leaders" from 
getting frightened at any noise they might 
near upon the grade, and so causing a 
stampede of the other mules. 

For you notice there is but one line by 
which the driver manages the ten mules. 
It is called a “jerk line* and Is nttnehed to 
the lenders only. 

The driver has a saddle on the “near 
wheel” where ho rides under the project- 
ing front of the enormous wagon. This 
one line that I have mentioned runs back 
through harness rings to where the driver 
sits, and when he wnnts the lenders to 
“gee” he pulls the line steadily, but when 
he wnnts them to “haw” he gives it a 
couple of sharp jerks. The leaders, which 
are trained to this, obey the pull or the 
jerk, and the other animals, which are 
simply guided by the motions of the lend- 
ers, all follow In order, so tlint an experi- 
enced teamster will take one of tliese 
freight wagons around sharp curves nml 
over dangerous “grades,” where some peo- 
ple would feel afraid to drive a horse and 
buggy. 

And then to hear these “mule-skinners,” 
ns they are called, crack n “blaoksnnke 
whip” Is something to be remembered. 
There are many of the cities and towns 
where It Is forbidden to do tills, for some 
of the old hands at it will take a "loaded” 
whip, that Is a "blaoksnnke” filled with 
buck-shot and bird-shot and weighing from 
two to four pounds, and “pop” it almost as 
loud ns a cannon cracker. And when the 
little mules hear the sound thereof they 
know’ what it augurs and they get Into 
their collars as fnr ns possible at such 
times. 

And so w f e go on our way, swinging 
around corners, w here the mountain gorge 
is two hundred feet below’ us, nml along 
the very edge of which we see the wheel 
tracks of a stage whose driver lost control 
of the horses one dark night recently— the 
driver points it out to our comfort ; rattling 
over trembling bridges, high up nbove 
brawling stream*, “ducking” our .heads ns 
we whirl under the low bending branches 
of some moss covered oak by the roadside, 
on we drive through heat and dust, through 
sand and sage-brush and chaparral jthrougli 
fertile valleys and fields of yellow wheat; 
through vine-lands and corn-lnnds and 
orchard-lands; past herds of broad-horned 
cattle, bands of horses and droves of sheep 
and goats; by old tile roofed adobe houses 
with half naked Mexican children playing 
in the sun and dust with the dogs; our long 
lonely stretches of woodland and moorland, 
without a house, w ithout a sight or sound 
of human life; across “alkali flats,” where 
the ground is covered with salt like hoar 
frost; swaying and lurching to and fro, on 
we drive, leaving a long trail of yellow 
dust behind us, until at last, with a rush 
and a rattling that brings half the popula- 
tion to the doors and windows and starts 
all the dogs to barking, we pull up before 
the hotel office In the pretty little tow’n of 
Paso de Robles, or “Pass of the Oaks,” so 
called from the great number of magnifi- 
cent oak trees about here. 


IIow hungry w’e are; how tired, sore, 
,isty and dirty. But after a halt at the 
magnificent “Hot Springs” bath-house, 


where the hot sulphur water comes spark- 
ling and bubbling from the white snnd 
bottom, nnd after a good “square meal,” 
and then a stroll in tne evening coolness; 
it is always cool at night in California, and 
after a good night’s rest, then in the morn- 
ing w’e eat breakfast with a zest, and snuff 
the bracing air of sunrise with a buoyancy 
that speaks well for the rest of our trip. 

For the “Backwoods” are about fif- 
teen miles to the westward.

Tlic Tax on Pottery. 

No tftrilT bill lifts been passed since the 
war which did not retain tho old duties 
upon pottery, or increase them, until 
now the duties are equal to 00 per cent, 
on undecorated and 05 per cent, on deco- 
rated ware. And yet, in spite of every 
increaso in duty the wages of tho work- 
men have been steadily cut down. 

At tho sumo timo that every increaso 
in tho duties has failed to benefit tiie 
workmen, it has enabled tho manufac- 
turers to combine together and keop up 
prices. American crockery manufactur- 
ers charge for their goods all that tho 
tariff will allow. Every reduction in the 

{ irico of pottery abroad has been followed 
>y an increase in the duty, thus prevent- 
ing consumers from enj lying tho bene- 
fits of such reduction. 

Tho workmen declared in their resolu- 
tions: 

“Wo, tho operative potters of tho C’ity 
of Trenton, being convinced by experi- 
ence that a high rate of duty on crockery 
ware yield uo benefit financially to the 
workingmen, nnd is inimical to his in- 
terests in its effects in increasing the 

f rice of living generally, respectfully pe- 
ition your honorable bodies for such a 
revision of the tariff as will reduce the 
rates on crockery to a revenue basis. 

“We respectfully submit that the only 
basis upon which a high protective tat iff 
can be justified is that it enables the 
manufacturer to pay better wages to tho 
laborer than he receives in European 
countries, nud that the artisan thus 
shares in the benefit of a higher price, 
which protection allows tho manufactur- 
er to obtain. 

“This not boiug tho case, a tariff, 
levied in the name of ‘protection to 
American industries,’ is a false pretense 
and a delusion. In its practical opera- 
tion it is monopoly /or tho benefit of the 
few at the expense of tho many.” 

Until recently, advocates of high duties 
upon imported goods claimed that they 
demanded no higher rates than would 
equalize the difference between the 
wages paid iu this country and in Eng- 
land. 

As to pottery, the duty exceeds in al- 
most every case the total Jabor cost of 
production in this country. 

Canning and the Tinned IPlate Tariff. 

There are 2.000 canneries in the United 
States devoted to the preserving of fruits, 
vegetables, shell and other fish and 
meats. The capital invested in this great 
industry is over fifty million dollars. 
Beside the millions of dollars’ worth of 
river and sea products, it uses tho fruits 
and vegetables grown on two million 
acres of land, for which over 20,000,000 
dollars are paid to farmers. The aggie 
gate yearly output ot tho canneries is 
about 1,000,000 cans. The size of the 
tinned used in making these cans 

is fourtbVifi’ by twenty inches, and in each 
box there are 108 pounds. A box of 
tinned plates will make 450 one pound 
cans, or 353 nominal two pound cans. 
What is known as the two pouud can 
will hold about Ij piuts, or 24 ounces of 
product, and may be taken as the aver- 
age of the cans used. To make the cans 
used every year, 2,882,801 boxes of tinned 
plates are consumed. This, it will be 
seen, is equal to 45 per cent, of our total 
consumption. Thus the duties will be 
paid under the McKinley tariff by the 
canning Industry alone will be $0,730,878 
per year. On every dozen of one pound 
cans used there will be paid in duties 6$ 
cents, and on every dozen of two pound 
cans, 9 2-5 cents. The net cost of a dozen 
of one pound cans with the tinned plates 
selling at $3.26 a box, which was the 
average price of I. C. plates 14 by 20 
inches in bond in 1880, would be for 
tinned plates 8.093 cents; other materials, 
such aB solder, etc., 2.24 cents, and labor 
2 cents, making a total of 13.933 cents 
per dozen. The amount of duties to be 
paid on the tinned plate in a dozen cans 
will be, under the McKinley tariff. 0.33 
cents, makiug the total cost of the can 
20.203 cents per doz., and the percentage 
of duties to total cost 31 per cent. The 
duties, therefore, wLich must be paid 
upon the tinned plate used to preserve 
food products will amount to not less 
than 10 per cent, of the net wholesale 
price of such products. Since the cans 
are worthless after being used once, the 
harmful effects of such an increase in the 
cost of the material from which they are 
made not only in increasing the cost to 
consumers of food uroducts, but by such 
increaso reducing the consumption, and 
bencejthe price and sale of farm products, 
are without a parallel in government in- 
terference with industries. It amounts, 
iu fact, to the requirement by tho govern- 
ment of a liceuse to be paid by the farm- 
ers, the packers and consumers nil over 
the country for the benefit of a few, who, 
not content with the bouutics which are 
already paid them are constantly crying 
for more. 

The great prosperity of the canning in- 
dustry has been built up upon the use of 
cheap tinned plate. Formerly canned 

I trod acts were a luxury, but so great 
tave been the improvements made by 
the substitution of machines for hand 
work, that cauued products have become 
the cheapest food obtainable by the 
working classes. The low price at which 
the canned products are sold, varying 
from 00 cents to $1.25 per dozen, and the 
fact that the tin cans can be used but 
once, and when used are worthless, make 
it absolutely essential that tho cost of 
the can should be as low as possible. 
The United States were first to appre- 
ciate fully the great advantages to bo 
gained iu the line of cheap and whole- 
some food by preserving the surplus or- 
chard and garden products. The result 
is that inillious of dollars’ worth of farm 
products which formerly went to waste 
are to-day used and yield large returns to 
farmers and packers. The result is that 
truck farming has been as it were created 
iuto au enormous iudustry during the 
past ten years, and to-day the United 
States is ahead of all other nations in the 

S roductiou and use of canned fruit pro- 
ucts. Iu 1890 we exported over $00,000 
000 worth of cauued products, of which 
no lesB than $12,000,000 were fish, fruits, 
beef and vegetables, the remainder being 
oils, lard, etc. This enormous export 
trade has been built up by cheap tiuued 
plate as a raw material. 

The growth of the industry has beue- 
fitted the farmer more than any other 
class, and especially those iu the eastern 
states. Farmers fu these states have 
been driven from exteusive farming or 
the raising of wheat, corn and oats by 
their western competitors iuto intensive 
or truck farmiug. Their ability to dis- 
pose of the surplus products above wbat 


can be sold for immediate consumption 
in the citiOR to the cannors often deter- 
mines whether thoir products are raised 
at a profit or Iorb. It is estimated that 
the farmers get, two cents for tho pro- 
duce contained in each can. Wore tinned 
plate freo of duty, tho packers could 
afford to pay the farmers 24 cents, or 25 
per cont. more than they now pay, and 
still be able to sell tho canned product at 
tho same price, or, on the other hand, 
they could throw in $0,700,000 worth of 
canned goods without charge. In other 
words the consumer could buy 15 per 
cent, more of c.innod goods for the same 
money. 

Tho high duties upon tinned plate have 
compelled the Portland and other can- 
ners of Maine, to have such cans as they 
use in thoir oxport made in C anada. 
This is also true of canners in other sec- 
tions of the country near the bonier. 
One of tho largest manufactures of tin 
dinner pails is the firm of F. (». O. Ehle 
«Sr Co., of Buffalo, who, since the McKin- 
ley Tariff was passed, havo started a mill 
iu Canada for tho manufacture of all the 
dinner pails which they use for thoir ex- 
port trade. When asked why they did 
not mako thorn hero, they declnred that, 
siuco tho McKinley Tariff, the total cost 
of manufacture in' Canada was less than 
the mere cost of the tin in Buffalo, and 
then added, “Tinned plate can be import- 
ed from England to Canada at a basis of 
$3.92 a box. The same thing delivered 
hero cost $0.00. The duty of 2 2-10 cents 
per pouud does it. It lias ruined our ex- 
port trade.” 

Besides tho manufactures of cans anJ 
pails, many American canners are pre- 
paring to go over to Canada. The exces- 
sive duty on tinned plate is the cause of 
this, and operates just as the high duty 
upon silver lead ore from Mexico, wliicn 
has driven the American smelters to the 
establishment of works in Mexico, thus 
depriving American labor of opportuni- 
ties for work and decreasing wages. 

Though the increased duty may not 
decrease our export trade in canned 
crouds, it cannot but retard its growth. 
That we will ever be able to make tinned 
plates as cheaply as they can be imported 
no one will assert. The only way that 
such a decrease in cost is possible must 
he brought about by cheapening the 
cost of the sheets used. We have seen 
that such sheets are sold here at as least 
one cent per pound more than tinned 
plates can bo purchased abroad. The 
combination of sheet steel manufacturers 
will see to-it that they get high prices 
for their sheets, and the result will be 
that every farmer who raises the produce 
canned, every packer and every con- 
sumer of canned goods v?ill have to pay 
the hi 1. 

Our Shade Trees. 

To the Editor of the GitAPnic: 

Wo plant trees along our streets and 
watch them grow and enjoy their beauty 
and grateful shade, and pride ourselves 
upon tho success of our labors. But when 
they have attained any size, the city 
claims them and sends an official, a “city 
forreBter,” so-called, to, mutilate at will. 
He mercilessly saws and cuts, and limb 
after limb of our okerished tree is sacri- 
ficed. No remonstrances, no entreaties 
move him. He is armed with authority, 
be is paid for it, the city cart must be 
piled up with the beautiful growth of 
many years, destroyed iu a moment by a 
ruthless hand, and borne off as proof 
that the work has been faithfully done. 
In place of the graceful, shapely tree 
that nature formed, there remains 
often only a bare trunk stripped of its 
foliage, which interfered with neither 
man or beast. And the money of our 
citizens pays for this vandalism. 

If the “trimming” must be done, why 
not by a person of some taste and dis- 
crimination?

The Elevated Road Scheme. 

[lioatou Home Journal.] 

The plau for abolishing the grade 
crossings of the Boston & Albauy rail- 
road in Nowton, Newtouville and West 
Newton by elevating their tracks be- 
tween Faueuil uud some poiut east of 
Riverside, as outlined in yesterday’s 
Herald, would seeur to havo beeu care- 
fully prepared and to offer a better solu. 
tion of this vexed problem than has pre- 
viously been made public. But there 
are objections, and serious ones, too, 
that may be urged against it. In the 
first place, it makes uo provision what- 
ever for the grade crossing at the AlUtou 
station, which is traversed by the West 
End cars aud is doubtless one of the 
most dangerous crossings of tbe Albany 
railroad. Then the elevation of the 
tracks can hardly fail to detract from the 
beauty of the several villages named, 

E articularly if the change of grade is to 
e carried through Auburudale as tbe 
Herald states. Auburudale has now two 
important overhead bridge crossings and 
one very insignificant grade crossiug.aud 
the latter can be raised or lowered at 
small expense aud without causing ser- 
ious inoonveuieuce to auy one. If, then, 
the tracks should be elevated uutil after 
the Washington street crossing at West 
Newton is passed, aud then made to de- 
scend by a gradual grade to the Auburn 
street bridge at Auburudale, allowing 
Howe street, Auburudale. which is trav- 
ersed but little, to be slightly depressed 
so as to pass uuder the tracks, there 
would be an immense expense saved at 
Auburudale, aud tbe beauty of that 
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charming village would be undisturbed. 
It is not likely, however, that any steps 
will bo taken until tho pros and cons 
have been carefully considered nnd an 
agreement reached betwoen the railroad 
comnany and the city of Nowton as to 
tho host plan to be pursued and the di- 
vision of the expense.

NEW STREET RAILWAY. 


The new street railway between New- 
tonville and Newton Centre is now a cer- 
tainty, the board of aldermen having 
granted a location to the Gardon City 
Storage Battery Company on Tuesday 
afternoon. Guo of tho conditions is 
that tho road must be in operation with- 
in six mouths, or by the 20th of January 
next. This will be quite au eveut in the 
history of the city, as it will connect 
Hits two sides of the city, and give fre- 
quent communication at a live cent fare. 

Tho route of the road is from the rail- 
road crossing at Newtonville, up Walnut 
street to Homer, and through Homer to 
Newton Centre. The road thus goes 
withiu a short distance of the cemetery, 
but uufortunately it does not touch 
Newtou Highlands, aud so will not ac- 
commodate a large u umber it ought to 
reach. Newton Centre people will now 
have an easy means of reaching the High 
school, the Newton Club, and by a 
change of cars the City Hall, but it 
would have added many dollars to the 
revenues of the road, and been an added 
convenience, had the road gone near to 
the Highlands, although unfortunately 
there seemed to be no streets through 
which it could pass. Beacon street is 
only wide enough for teams to pass com- 
fortably, land in that section being very 
economically used when the streets were 
laid out, and on Lake avenue all the resi- 
dents objected to having such a beautiful 
driveway interfered with by car tracks, 
and the avenue itself is not wide enough 
for any such purpose. 

When the Newtou streets were laid 
out, evidently no. one anticipated that 
the town would ever grow beyond a 
small couutry village, and this lack of 
foresight is very uncomfortably felt as 
the population of the city increases, and 
the streets bocome thoroughfares for a 
great number of teams. Brookline has 
taken hold of the difficulty with great 
public spirit, and has laid out wide 
avenues at great expense, and it seems 
to find such a liberal policy profitable iu 
the great number of wealthy people such 
wide streets attract, who become perma- 
nent residents, aud help to make it the 
wealthiest town of its size in the state. 
Probably the time is not far distant 
wbeu Newton will have to meet this 
problem, aad widen its main streets, 
Street cars aro a necessity for the de- 
velopment of the city, and there is no 
one now who would favor the d >iug 
away with the street railway ou Wash- 
ington street. The presence of the cars 
create an army of patrons, and every 
mouth has seeu a steady increase in the 
patronage. The same thing will proba- 
bly prove true of the Garden City Rail- 
way, and utter it has run n few months 
people will wonder how they ever got 
along without it. The road is also ex- 
pected to do a good deal towards build- 
ing up Homer street, where is some of 
the finest laud for homes iu the city, and 
which the railway will make available 
for people who do not care to keep a 
team.

Just 
what is to be done with this class, to 
render them iunocuous, is a good deal of 
a puzzle. The Traveller says it knows, 
but it is not going to tell right away, 
and meanwhile the great public is left 
to uncertain and troubled speculations. 
Tho paper that would propose an effec- 
tual aud practical remedy would be one 
of the world’s greatest benefactors. 


The Milford Journal says of our new 
plan of caring for the main streets “Somo 
attention has been drawn to apian which 
the city of Newton has recently adopted 
in regard to caring for its main streets. 
It is something of an experiment, and 
suburban towns are watching it with in- 
terest.” After summarizing tho plan 
it adds: “With such a plan in operation 
the streets of any town are pretty sure 
to be kept clean aud in good condition. 
The cost of this is estimated at $2000 a 
year for asurburban town of from D000 to 
10.000 inhabitants.” 


Watertown has at last taken action 
on the sewerage question, and a town 
meeting Monday night accepted a report 
of the sewerage committee and voted to 
issuo bonds to the amount of $100,000 at 
4 1-2 per cent iuterest. The committee 
hope to begin work at once, aud their 
plan is to build the sewers in the Morse 
field district jointly with Newtou, al- 
though uo agreement has yet been made.

refuse place and that the bodies of dead 
cats, dogs and fowl occasionally might be 
seen floating about in the waters. A city 
ash dump figured somewhat in evidence, 
but was not in reality declared as the direct 
cause of tiie alleged nuisance. Citizens 
who live near tiie pond testified to cases of 
malaria and sickness in their families. 
They attribute tiie trouble to tiie custom of 
the mill owners in drawing oft’ tiie water of 
the pond, leaving from one-third to one- 
half tiie area exposed. Its result they 
claimed was in the dissemination of foul 
odors, at times very offensive. It created a 
nuisance they averred which they hoped 
would lie at '•nee abated. Mr. J. S. Potter 
appeared nt the hearing and was further 
represented by Mr. S. L. Powers. He 
wantc d the dams done away with, the Citv 
of Newt m to act in conjunction with 
Watertown. The brook, lie said, coil'd 
then be straighten'd and run clear to tin* 
river. Its *>rnde tould be established and 
it could unu should be properly walled up. 
He further claimed tliai as tin* natural 
brook water was pol. ut 1 by the city’s >ur- 
face drainage, that the expense of making 
alterations and improvements shor'd be 
borne by tiie city and no »art thereof as- 
sessed upon theabuttors. 'The mill owners 
were represented by Judge Sanger of Cam- 
bridge, who ( .11 d tiie board’s at* Mition to 
their vested water rights and their part 
ownerslii'i of tiie u round under the pond. 
He tlioug.it that the offensive odors might 
come from Cook’s pond ami ask' i for a 
careful consideration of the mill owners’ 
rights and the character of tiie alleged 
nuisance. Tiie hearing was th en closed.

A Laud of Orange Trees. 

[Theodore Child In Harper's Magazine.] 

The orange tree is generally under- 
stood to have been introduced into Para- 
guay by the Jesuits, aud the seeds dis- 
tributed by the birds. However this 
may be, the orange has spread all over 
the country, from the riverbanks to the 
tops of the bills, aud from the cottages 
even to the deepest solitudes of the vir- 
gin forest. Paraguay is the laud of 
orange trees more truely than the coun- 
try of Miguou. And what oranges! 
Juicy, perfumed, and of a delicacy that 
Spain and Italy have never attained. 
The chief industry consists in the expor- 
tation of the fruit. The great orange 
season is from May to August, when the 
ports of the Paraguay river from 
Llumaita to Asuneiou despatch enormous 
quantities by steamers and schooners. 
Villeto, San Lorenzo, aud San Antonio 
are the principal ports, and there best 
may be seen the picturesque processions 
of laughing aud screaming girls and 
women, who cany basket after basket of 
fruit on their beads from the shore to 
the ship, like a swarm of busy ants. Up 
to the present no industrial use has been 
made of the orange. Some 60 millions 
are exported annually, the same quautity 
is consumed by the natives, aud perhaps 
treble that quautity is devoured by mon- 
keys aud birds, or left to rot on the 
ground. 

How to Keep Cool.

Keep this iu mind also: there is 
po better preventive against heat than 
good-temper, when you combine good 
bathing, proper food; and evenness of 
disposition with it.

DIES SUDDENLY OF APOPLEXY' AT WEST 
NEWTON. 


lion. Charles Robinson died suddenly of 
apoplexy at his residence, corner of High- 
land and Chestnut streets. West Newton, 
at 2.15 o’clock Thursday morning. He 
was taken ill at 10.30 o’clock Wednesday 
evening. His health has been somewhat 
impaired since October last, but his condi- 
tion was not regarded as serious, and he 
appeared unusually well for a short time 
prior to the attack of fatal illness. 

Charles Robinson was a brother of ex- 
Gov. George D. Robinson and was bom in 
Lexington, Nov. 6, 1829. He was a son of 
Charles and Mary (Davis) Robinson, and 
the descendant of an old New England 
family. His earlv education was obtained 
in the public schools of his native town, 
and he was a student of the first model 
school of the st ite, established in Lexing- 
ton, of which the well known educator, the 
late Cyrus Pierce, was principal. 

After completing the rudimentary 
studies, Mr. Robinson took up a higher 
course of learning in the Groton and Lex- 
ington academies. He first intended to

comment in almost every newspaper. 

The common notion of a city is that of a 
placo more or less crowded, a center of 
commercial activity, with high buildings, 
foul air and tilled with a ceaseless din and 
whirl. In view of the rapidity with 
which Amerioan villages, in many parts 
of the country, become cities, it is high- 
ly desirable that this false idea shall be 
eliminated. It is quite true, except in the 
far West, where inhabitants are not nec- 
essary to a city, that a population of sev- 
eral thousand is required; but the other 
features which have been enumerated 
need not bo regarded as essential. 

Whether a weakness or an incentive to 
development, it is as natural for small 
communities to aspire to urban propor- 
tions as for childhood to long for man- 
hood. Neighboring villages stirred l»> 
this ambition, but not having attained 
sufficient growth, may in some cases 
compass their desire by combination, 
which is certainly in keeping with the 
cooperative spirit of the times. Newton, 

Mass., perhaps the only city of its kind, 
affords, in such instances, a peculiarly 
liappy modol, its several wards being 
really distinct villages. The corporation 
includes Newton. Newtonville, Newton 
Centro, Newton Highlands, Newton Up- 
per and Lower Falls and possibly other 
divisions, oncli having its separate post- 
office, but all united under one municipal 
government. 

Tlieso villages, with spacious grounds 
and luxuriant lawns, are separated by 
comparatively short distances: but. by 
circuitous routes, one may ride for miles 
between stately elms, past well stocked 
farms, lakes, rivers and rugged rocks, or 
through sweet scented woods without 
sight of human being or dwelling, and, 
no other reminder that he is in the heart 
of a city than gas and electric lamps 
and roads which have beou fittingly des- 
ignated as “sand-papered.” 

The circumstances of location neces- 
sarily render the construction of cities 
after this pattern compaiatively rare, but 
the possibilities already exist to a con- 
siderable extent, and, with further devel- 
opment of the country, may confidently 
be expected to increase. In addition to 
faciltiies for better libraries, schools, wa- 
tersupplies and electric, or other systems 
of lighting, consolidation will often se- 
cure the preservation of those features 
of natural beauty which are too fre- 
quently unappreciated as a source of ed- 
ucation and refined enjoyment, and for 
their rnoro practical sanitary influence. 

Hints for Would-be Athletes. 

[From the New York Sun.] 

Athletic enthusiasts will do well to 
listen to the ethics of the profession they 
adore as promulgated by Dr. Faries of 
the uuiversity of Pennsylvania. In the 
great craze for physical culture, among 
both men and women, the truth of the 
old aphorism, “a little knowledge is a 
dangerous thing,” has been verified re- 
peatedly. So-called physical trainers 
and teachers, understanding little of the 
physiological effects of the art they pro- 
fessed to teach, and less of its scientific 
principles, have been the cause of athlet- 
ic dissolution rather than development. 

‘Thysical training nothing more than 
a course of systematic living,” according 
to Dr. Faries, “and athletic success de- 
pends upon proper sleep, diet, clothing 
and ventilation more than au over- 
strained muscular effort.” In athletics, 
as iu mental work, one should cultivate 
his powers along the line of least resist- 
ance, and the study wherein kind nature 
meant him to excel. Oue should be at 
least IS years of age before going into 
strict training for au eveut of any kind 
or taking up severe and sustained athlet- 
ic work, because growth and develop- 
ment absorb the energy during the years 
previous to that period. 

Rest is a most important factor to 
athletic success and benefit, and regular 
aud sufficient sleep its prime essential. 

Nature usually will adjust the requisite 
amouut of sleep, which generally ap- 
proximates between eight aud nine 
hours. A rest of a few moments, lying 
flat on the back, just before a race or 
contest will often make a man from one- 
lialf to oue second faster. A body in the | 
reclining position does not require so i 
much effort to sustaiu it; respiration de* 
creases iu rapidity, and this means a 
diminution in and reserve of energy. 

The man who takes a long, full breath i 
when the pistol is tired has an advantage 
iu the race over the man who forgets it. 

Shoes for training, aud clothiug as well, 1 
should be heavier than those worn for 1 
racing, that you may fee) light when you 
come to the race. White China silk is 
the coolest an 1 most comfortable materi- 
al for racing garments. Keep out of the 
night air when iu training, because it is 
usually damp, aud it is more difficult for 
the body to eliminate its waste products 
iu damp air than in dry. As to the posi- 
tion iu runniug, the body should be 

I ioised well forward, the knees slightly 
»ont, aud the toes tinned neither out nor 
in. Contrary to the popular fallacy, the 
arms should not be held in a fixed posi- 
tion, but should swing loosely at the 
side, the right arm moving with the left 
leg, aud vice versa. A good ruuuer al- 
ways runs on his toes, or it the distance 
be long ou tbe balls of the feet.

Even Paris is getting to be dominated 
by your countrymen. Now, I put it to 
you, wliat are we going to do?"

A StcpMVorker’s Story. 

Tho trouble which Mr. XiedrinKhaus, 
the tin-plate Congressman, has had with 
the workmen in his rolling mill at St. 
Louis is no nearer settlement than here- 
tofore, and the antagonism which it has 
developed has solved to bring to the 
light some curious facts which would 
have remained hidden under happier cir- 
cumstances. Mr. William Weihe, presi- 
dent of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron A Steel Workers, has been laboring 
unsuccessfully to induce the "protected” 
manufacturer to agreo with his work- 
men as to a fair scale of wages; and, in- 
cidentally to a discussion of the merits 
of the workmen’s case, he tolls what the 
tin-plate tariff. tax has to do with it. 

Mr. Weihe’s story is to tho effect that 
when Mr. Niedringhaus was in Congress 
last year, he and his associates did not 
think it prudent to urge in person and 
openly before Mr. Mckinley’s committee 
the doubling of the tax on tin-plate, and 
therefore approached the Iron & Steel 
Workers’ Association witli the proposi- 
tion that the laborers themselves should 
go and ask that the tax be increased. 
‘•‘They came to our Association," says 
Mr. Weihe, ‘‘and represented that an in- 
crease in the tariff would start the tin- 

S late industry on a boom and would be a 
ig thing for ub, and they wanted us to 
help them out.” 

The workmen were persuaded by those 
statements. And further by an agreement 
on the part of Mr. Xiedringhaus’s asso- 
ciation of manufacturers to pay the 
workmen 15 and 20 per cent extra wages 
for work on plates of the sort used for 
tinning. The manufacturers got their 
double "protection, "for which the work- 
men were induced to ask, and now, says 
Mr. Weihe, "they want to crawfish out. 
They got thp association to help them, 
and now they want to recede from their 
agreement with us, and Mr.Niedringhaus, 
who should be tho very last, is the first 
to try to back out." 

So far, this is only the old story. It 
has taken a longer time, perhaps, for the 
irou and steel workers than for workmen 
in some of the other industries to find 
out the humbug of a "protective” tariff, 
but thedisebvery comes to all sooner or 
later. 

A more novel interest attaches to Mr. 
Weihe’s further remarks on this subject. 
The manufacturers, he goes on to state, 
“say they cannot manufacture at such a 
price; and they are right— they cannot. 
Another thing, they will not be able to 
tpru out the amount of tin-plate by .1897 
called for by the McKinley bill." The 
conditions of this bill, as will be remem- 
bered, are that if, on the 1st of October, 
1897, it shall appear that the aggregate 
quantity of tin-plates lighter than 03 
pounds per 100 square feet, produced in 
the United States in any one of the six 
years preceding June 30, 1S97, has not 
equalled one-third of the amouut of such 
plates impoited in any fiscal year since 
the passage of the tariff act, the tax 
shall be removed entirely and tin-plates 
go on the free list. It is this condition 
which, Mr. Weihe declares, cannot be 
met. 


The Maple Sugar Bounty. 

(From i lie Boston Post.) 

By the estimate of the Treasury de- 
partment, the amount of^the bounty to 
be paid for the production of American 
sugar the coming year is 811,134,200. 
Beasoning.from tho analogy of the esti- 
mates from pensions, for public buildings 
and public works, the tax upon the 
whole people to, meet the demands of 
this gift to a class may be far greater 
than these figures indicate. 

A very large sum, "roughly estimated" 
at 8150,000, is to go to the producers of 
maple sugar, in amounts not less than 
500 pounds each, polarizing not less than 
80 degrees. Whatever may be said in de- 
fence of the payment of bounty to tho 
producers of cane, beet or sorghum 
sugar— the sugars of commerce— it 
woufld puzzle the most ardeut advocate 
of the policy of "plundering tho many 
for the benefit of the few" to tell why 
alms should be granted the proprietors 
of manle sugar groves. 

Maple sugar is essentially a coufectiou 
and is used as such. It does not come in 
competition, as sugar, with any other 
article commercially known under that 
name, and there would be quite as much 
reason in including Duxbury clams or 
blue pond-lilies in this general benefac- 
tion. The maple sugar bounty is one of 
the most startling absurdities of the Re- 
publican tariff. 

The FarmerLSuubbed.— The Mine Own- 
er Heeded. 

Early iu the sessiou of the late Con- 
gress two bills were introduced; one de- 
sired by the Fanners’ Alliance providing 
for the erection of branches of tho 
Treasury iu each oountv, at which the 
United States were to purchase the 
farmers’ wheat, cotton and corn at 80 
per ceut. of tho current market prices. 
The farmers were to have the privilege 
of buying buck their whoat and cotton 
within a fixed period by repayiug the 
purchase money, together with a certain 
percentage for storing and handling, 
This bill was rejected by the high pro- 
tectionist leaders iu Congress as absurd 
and chimerical, and entirely unworthy 
of consideration. 

The other bill was the Silver Bill cham- 
pioned by the united body of the Sena- 
tors and Congressmen who represented 
the silver mine owners. Their bill pro- 
vided for the purchase of the silver pro- 
duced by the miners ut the market rates 
without tho 20 per ceut. discouut. It 
also provided for the storage of that 
silver iu the uoverumeut vaults, 
from which it is not to be taken uud held 
iu the markets iu competition with other 
silver produced by the miners. Why 
this bill wus able to pubs both 
houses uud to receive the approval 
of the l’resideut wus clearly shown 
when it was laid before both 
houses alter having been considered in 
conference. Senator Teller was able to 
prevent consideration of the Taritf Bill 
until his measure was disposed of. The 
Silver Bill was passed; the Sub-Treusury 
Bill of the Karmers-Alliaucu was cast 
out of the back door. Both were alike, 
with one exception, uauiely, that the 
Sub-Treusury bill contemplated tho sule 
of the farmers’ coin, wheat and cotton iu 


markets, but the Silver Bill provides for 
nothing of tho kind. The Government is 
a buyer of the silver, but the nrico at 
whioh it can sell is put up so higfi by the 
law that it is practically prohibited from 
nelltng at all. 

Government has not discriminated 
against silver; but on tho contrary has 
discriminated in favor of the mine own- 
ers to an extent that no other civilized 
nation has ever done, and to an extent 
that our Government has efficiently done 
in favor of no large iuterest outside of 
tho iron, steel, crockery and glass mo- 
nopolies. 

The amount of circulating medium has 
constantly increased of late years, until 
tho demand for it lias long been glutted. 
National banks have found it impossible 
to kcon in circulation tho amount of 
their bills allowed by law; while as to 
the nlleged need of more silver, the Gov- 
ernment now holds a constantly increas- 
ing sum of silver dollars, whioh even the 
offer of free expressage to all parts of 
the country has not induced the people 
to use. 

So, whatever might bo advisable if 
there were an actual lack of curreucy in 
the United States, the fact now is that 
there is no such lack,and that indeed the 
late decline in prices has occurred just at 
a time when money baB been more abun- 
dant than ever before. Therefore addi- 
tional government purchases of silver 
promise no relief, are called for by noth- 
ing in the present situation, and presum- 
ably will help no one but the mine 
owners, whose votes were necessary, and 
who, in return for their votes iu favor of 
the McKinley Tariff Bill, further to sub- 
sidize eastern manufacturers, have thus 
procured, at the expense of the people 
at large, an unnatural market for their 
own product.

The subject that more than any other 
now holds the attention of the whole 
civilized world is Russia and the perse- 
cution of the Jews. In England there 
has been no event of greater industrial 
importance than the demonstration of 
the complete success ofjthe underground 
electric railway where the air is purer 
than it is above ground, an achievement 
that has solved two great problems: the 
construction of an electric motor for 
railway trains and a system of safe and 
rapid travel in large cities. In South 
America the subject of most moment is. 
of course, the struggle tor popular liber- 
ty in Chili. In Norway the great explor- 
er, Nansen, is making preparations for a 
novel effort to reach the North Pole by 
means of a strangely constructed ship, by 
which he hopes to make use of the polar 
drifts and currents that have hitherto es- 
caped the attention of the Arctic ex- 
plorers. In our country the question of 
immigration continues to excite atten- 
tion, and of special interest is an argu- 
ment by such a man as Gen. Francis A. 
Walker to show that our population 
would have been as great as it now is 
without the immigration of the last fifty 
years, and that the coming of large num- 
bers of immigrants ba9 lowered our 
standard of living. 

Since the Forum for August treats of 
every one of these subjects it may fairly 
be said to cover the most important top- 
ics of the month in the whole world. 

The causes and consequences of our ex- 
ports of cold are explained by Mr. Geo. 
G. Williams.president of Chemical Nation 
al Bank, N. Y. ; Mr. Edward P. Clark 
points out the careers of a largo number 
of prominent men in our politics, and 
draws the conclusion that public life is 
as stable now as it has ever been iu our 
history; Mr. George F. Woodbury, per- 
haps the ablest of the younger genera- 
tion of critics, discusses the part that 
the desire for money plays in the produc- 
tion of literature; and Ex-Gov. Sheldon, 
himself a fruit grower, explains the prof- 
it of fruit culture in California. 

Americans have little idea of the 
actual and prospective importance of 
New Zealand," says the writer, G. M. 
Grant, describing “New Zealand" for 
Harper’s Magazine, with beautiful and 
varied illustrations which show a de- 
lightful and picturesque couutrv. The 
uumber gives pictures of people in other 
countries in various articles. Iu a sketch 
with portraits of "Nihilists in Paris." J. 
II. Rosny presents vividly those interest- 
ing men in Paris who, Russian refugees, 
"have known persecution, imprisonment 
and Siberia, and who have traversed 
more or less all the stages of the revol- 
untary Calvary." Another interesting 
class of men, now chiefly passed into 
history were the "Vigilantes of Califor- 
nia, Idaho and Montana," whose career 
is picturesque with exciting incidents iu 
a vivid article by John W. Clampitt. A 
continuation of the series of articles up- 
on old London brings forward "London 
— Plautageuet," whose most conspicuous 
feature, Mr. Walter Besaut shows was 
her great religious houses. The refine- 
ment of American wood eugravings 
seems expressed in the careful cuts illus- 
trating "Glimpses of Western Architect- 
ure," by Montgomery Schuyler. The 
spirited drawings of "Some American 
Riders" are characteristic of Frederick 
Remington’s best work. Among the 
stories, Mark Twaiu appears again in a 
short story "Luck." The novel by Du 
Maurier is very original. All the edito- 
rial departments are fresh and vigorous. 
Harper & Bros., publishers. 

The August number of the New Eug- 
laud Magazine is largely devoted to light 
literature iu deference to the depressing 
influence of the "dog days." A geuerous 
instalment of a new serial with a most 
attractive title— "The Order of Sanctity" 
—by a new aud promising writer, Klleu 
Marvin Heaton, occupies several pages. 
Miss Eliza Orne White contributes a 
bright little stoiy called "Commonplace 
Carrie." Miss White will bo remem- 
bered as the author of "Miss Brooks," a 
book which had a great vogue during 
the soasou of 1890. “A Side Issue of the 
Campaign" is a clever little story of 
newspaper work-in a small country town 
showing an ultimate acquaintance with 
the difficulties and teniptatious of a 
country editor. The uuthor’s name, 
Mary E. Brush, is a new one iu litera- 
ture, but she has a firm, artistic touch, 
aud will surely be heard from again. 

Tho Atlantic Monthly} for August has 
two notable features besides the serial 
stories by Mrs. C’atberwood and Mr.

W. D. McCracken describes effectively 
"Six Centuries of Self-Government" in 
Switzerland. There are excellent reviews 
of the Life of Browning and the Memoir 
of John Murray, with poems, notes on 
new books, and tho Contributors’ Club. 
Houghton, Miffln A 00.» Boston. 

The next number of Harper’s Weekly, 
to ho published July 20th, will include 
among its many attractive features a ser- 
ies of illustrations from instantaneous 
photographs of the recent Naval Review 
at Boston. Tho very popular series of 
illustrations relating to the Columbian 
Exposition will lie continued, this num- 
ber containing portraits of the “World 
Fair Committee." The illustrated sup- 
plement will embrace an interesting and 
exhaustive history of polo-playing.

THE GOVERNORSHIP. 


The situation of affairs is rather un- 
usual this year, iu Massachusetts, as 
generally before the first of August 
there is some definite movement iu favor 
of some one candidate for governor. 
This year, however, seems to be a dark 
horse year, and the expressions in favor 
of candidates are chiefly negative. 

The Republican leaders seem to be iu 
search of some political Moses, and are 
unusually reticent about tlie success 
they have had in discovering him. 

Mr. Crapo is so far the leading candi- 
date, and expressions in his favor are 
heard on all sides, though there is no 
definite action in his behalf, and he is 
not doing any “hustling” for the nom- 
ination. That would be contrary to all 
his political acts hitherto, and if the peo- 
ple want him, they will have to choose 
him without any effort on his part. He 
answers to the description of the ideal 
candidate, who has been spoken of by 
Senator Hoar and others, aud possibly 
he may bo given the nomination. 

The others mentioned are Speaker 
Barrett, who is said to be doing some 
work, Lt. Gov, Hale, who has said sev- 
eral times that he would not accept, but 
is still talked of, nevertheless, and Mr. 
Allen of Lowell, who has many friend*, 
but who seems to be favored chiefly 
as a means of heading off someone else. 

There may be others who have private 
lightning rods out, but these four are 
the most prominent. It seems rather 
curious that none of these have any or- 
gans especially devoted to their inter- 
ests, aud that the ante-convention cam- 
paign is so very quiet that outsiders 
would hardly suspect that a governor is 
to be chosen this fall. The campaign 
will probably open iu earnest, however, 
before the end of August. 


THE NEW LIQUOR LAW. 

The Milford Journal does not like the 
new liquor law, and judging from its re- 
marks it thinks that the “rum power” 
ruled the last legislature, which is cer- 
tainly a very serious charge. It says: 

The law is not only a hardship to the 
cities and towus of the commonwealth, 
a gross imposition upon the honest, 
reputable and well-meaning portion of 
community, but also a disgrace to the 
state and a burlesque on the principle of 
legislation. It marks another inroad by 
the rum power, under whose auspices 
and at whose demand it was put through. 

The time is not far distant when the 
distinct, direct issue iu our state politics 
will not be prohibition or license, in 
themselves, but simply and sharply this: 
“Shall or shall not the rum power rule 
the state of Massachusetts!” To this 
complexion must it come at last. 

No man who voted for this outrageous 
“drunk law,” should be given an oppor- 
tunity to respond to the roll-call in the 
next Legislature, which many wish 
could not convene in less time than live 
years hence.

Iu fact anyono with ordinary 
fe dings of humanity would far rather be 
carried to his destination bv au insensate 
motor tliau by toiling horses, belabored 
with imprecations at every other step 
and destined to short life by the severity 
of their w ork.” 

The reception to ex-President Cleve- 
land at Sandwich has made quite a wel- 
come sensation to tho more extreme par- 
tisan newspapers, but the general public 
are iuclined to take tho affair very calm- 
ly, aud to adrnite first, the Sandwich peo- 
ple, for their shrewdness iu calling at- 
tention in such a way to the features of 
their portion of the cape as a summer re- 
sort, and secondly Speaker Barrett and 
Mr. McCall, for their superiority to petty 
partisau prejudice, and for having courage 
to take au active part in welcoming an 
ex-President who had become a summer 
resident of Massachusetts. Both men 
have risen several degrees in the public 
estimation by their action, and if, as is 
reported, Speaker Barrett is aiming at 
the nomination for governor, his action 
on this occasiou will be worth a good 
many votes in the convention. The Bos- 
ton Journal was dreadfully scared, but it 
does not look as though auy Republicans 
were hurt, outside of the Journal office. 
The speaker aud liis two papers, both 
daily, appear to carry off the honors in 
the affair. The Advertiser very sensibly 
says:— 

In no other than the piscatorial seuse 
was the dinner partisan. Mr. Cleveland’s 
speech was good. Jaundiced indeed 
must be the eyes that could see partisan- 
ship in the ex-president’9 genial and 
jocund expressions of herrty good will 
toward his neighbors, in his suggestion 
that ex-presidents be accorded the same 
rights and immunities as other private 
citizens, no more, or less, or in his plea 
for a union of all patriots upon those 
fundamental principles of good govern- 
ment that rise above mere party distinc- 
tions. Of the other speakers, not one 
failed to express personal regard for Mr. 
Cleveland, each one finding— as who 
could not?— something in the ex-presi- 
dent’s character or career to praise; but 
no one either entered upon a discussion 
of the matters at issue between the two 
national parties or indulged in' prophecy 
or expressions of preference touching 
the next presidential election. 

Gen. Francis A. Walker does not 
approve of unrestricted immigration, 
and he speaks very Btrongly of the way 
iu which we have go:;e from ba 1 to w# 3e 
in late years. lie says:— 

So broad and straight now is the chan- 
nel by which immigration is being con- 
ducted to our shores, that there is no 
reason why every stagnant pool of 
European population, representing the 
utterest failures of civilization, the 
worst defeats iu the struggle for exis- 
tence, the lowest degradation of human 
nature, should not be completely drained 
off into the United States. So long as 
any difference of economic conditions re- 
mains in our favor, so long as the least 
reason appears for the miserable, the 
broken, the corrupt, the abject, to think 
that they might be better off here than 
there, if not m the workshop, then iu the 
workhouse, these Huns, aud Poles, and 
Bohemians, and Russian Jows, and South 
Italians will continue to come, and to 
come by the millions. . . . For one I 
believe that the United States have by a 
whole century of unrestricted hospitality, 
and especially by taking in five aud a 
quarter millions of foreigners during the 
past ten years, fully earned the right to 
say to all the world, ‘‘Give us a rest.” 

Secretary Foster does not believe 
in uepotism, aud when the Treasurer of 
the United States, and Assistant Secre- 
tary CTounze wa ited to make private 
secretaries of their sons, he told them 
that he preferred to accept their resigna- 
tions. This is a gratifying evidence of 
progress. 


The results of the examinations of 
pupils from the Newton High School 
for eutrance to Harvard and the Insti- 
tute are very creditable this year, and 
show that the school is doiug good 
work. At Harvard thirteen pupils were 
examined aud they passed with ouly 
three conditions aud won 27 honors. 
At the Institute of Technology sixteen 
pupils were cxainiued aud they passed 
with ouly one condition. 

Such a showing is probably not excelled 
by auy other school that sends pupils to 
those institutions, aud the result will 
give great satesfactiou tu the people of 
Newton, who will feel that if such re- 
sults are obtained.it is worth while to 
pay the large sum it costs to maintain 
the High School. 


The West End street railway company 
iu its report for the past year, shows 
some interesting comparisons as to the 
relative earnings and expeuses of horses 
and electricity as a means of propulsion 
in the streets of Boston. According to 
the figures the electric cars during 
May cost per mile 22 .30 cents, and 
earned for the company 10 07 ceuts. For 
the same period horses cost 24.02 ceuts 
and the profits 0.00 cents, leaving a good 
balance iu favor of electricity from a 
monetary standpoint. The West End 
road, although the largest electric street 
railway system in the world, is as yet 
but imperfectly equipped, aud it is 
stated by those iu position to know, that 
wheu the company has finished its power 
bouse and can supply its own electricity 
instead of purchasing some of it, the 
cost of operating will be reduced to 20 
ceuts per mile. As the large cars have 
proved themselves capable of earning 
44 cents per mile a wide margin of profit 


The Patriotic Older of .Sous of Amer- 
ica are first in the field with a ticket for 
the fall campaigu,and their nominees are 
Lt. Gov. Hale for governor, aud for 
lieutenant governor Arthur W. Tufts of 
the governor's council. The latter has 
accepted. 


The new reservoir is uow expected to 
be entirely finished within ten days, and 
inside of two weeks water will be 
pumped into it. For some time the 
water has been pumped directly into the 
pipes.

MR. W. W. .lACQt ES INTERVIEWED. 

HE TELLS THE “TORY OF HIS ESCAPE 
FROM AN ITALIAN MOB. 


The assault upon Mr. W. W. Jacques 
and his little daughter, Louise, by nn 
Italian mob in Florence, on Labor Day 
(May 1), has been generally commented 
by the American newspapers. The par- 
ticulars at first given of tho affair wero 
very meagre, and it was not until Juno 
12 that any accurato news was published 
concerning the assault, aud that in tho 
shape of a letter from Mr. Jacques to the 
editor of the Herald. 

Mr. Jacques arrived home with his 
family last Saturday evening, after nn ab- 
sence of five months abroad. A reporter 
who called upon Mr. Jacques at his resi- 
dence on Eldredgo street, in this city ob- 
tained the subjoined account of his 
Labor Day experience in Florence. 

"It wns about noon, May 1,” said Mr. 
Jacques, "when I wont out for a drive in 
an open carriage with my little daughter, 
aged 0 years. I had beeu told that moro 
or less trouble was anticipated by the 
authorities in some of the Itarlian cities, 
especially from the Socialists, who hnd 
a reputation for making things lively on 
tho workors’. holiday. Florence, how- 
ever, is a very quiet city, and uo unusual 
demonstration was expect id by the Flor- 
entines. The hotel people assured me 
that thoro would be no unruly gather- 
ings iu Florence, and stated that the oity 
had never suffered from auy outbreaks. 

"Any fears that I might have cher- 
ished of mob difficulties having been al- 
layed, I drove down town and reached 
the Vlalla Frincipe Amedeo, one of the 
most respectable residence streets iu Flor- 
ence. I hnd proceeded but a short dis- 
tance along that boulevard when ___ 
A MOB OF SEVERAL HUNDRED MEN 
rushed out of a side street in frout of us. 
I told tho coachman to turn and drive 
back, but was confronted by a similar 
mob in the rear. An effort was then 
made by tho driver to roach the side 
street which was clear. Iu tho mean 
time we were pelted by the mob, from 
frout aud roar, with rocks. Every man 
iu the crowd, apparently, had au armful 
of stones. When we wero attacked 
somebody in the crowd cried ‘Americans. 
Let us lynch them.’ I spread a strong 
sun umbrella over out beads and made 


out of the danger. He wns kept locked 
up for a week, although guilty of no of- 
fence. 1 tried to see him and explain 
the matter to the prison officials, hut my 
efforts wore unavailing. The co.ichmnn 
wns kept behind tho hats until the au- 
thorities got ready to release him. and 1 
must say that 1 got some queer idem of 
Italian justice.”

"Music hath 
charms to sooth the savnge breast, to 
soften rocks, or bend the knotted oak,” but 
It has no power to cut the worse than 
Gordiun-Kuot of their purse strings, and, 
like the young man in the parable, they go 
away sorrowful.

my little girl get down uuder my arm, 
that she might be afforded all the shel- 
ter possible. 

"I was struck one a in the head and 
several times in the body. Oue stone 
grazed my breast, and struck my little 
girl just below the right temple, inflict- 
ing an ugly wound from which the blood 
flowed copiously, saturating her clothing 
and my own, and staining my passport 
signed by James G. Blaine, which 1 car- 
ried in ray pocket, 

"The coachman succeeded in making 
the side street, not, however, until after 
our horses had been seized on either side 
aud a determined effort made to oppose 
our passage. The horses reared high in 
the air and kicked out pietty savagely. 
The meu holding the bridles were 
knocked down and the driver then droyj 
rapidly toward the hotel. After we had 
cleared the mob the soldiers put iu au 
apperance and prevented it from further 
following our carriage. 

"Arriving at the hotel, my daughter’s 
wound was dressed by au English sur- 
geon, aud proved not so serious as 1 had 
feared, although it has left a scar which 
will always be a disfigurement. I tried 
to acquaint my friends at home of the 
particulars of the affair, but my tele- 
grams werejdelayed or not sent at all, aud 
letters addressed to me intercepted. I 
made the facts kuown at the Americau 
consulate, and Mr. Porter, the American 
minister at Rome, was notified. 

"The Florentine authorities were very 
sympathetic, aud promised a speedy pun- 
ishment of the participants iu the out- 
rage. They said that the mob was made 
up of 

SOCIALISTS FROM OTHER CITIES, 

who had come to Florence for the express 
purpose of makiug trouble. The Floren- 
tine papers, aud those published in 
Rome, made no reference whatever to 
the Labor Day disturbances, clairaiug 
that everything passed off quietly. 

"One would nave a dread iu this coun- 
try of the sort of quietness that was en- 
joyed iu Florence that day. Besides the 
attack upon my child aud self, seven 1 
other parties in carriages were molested, 
a Florentine citizen was stabbed to death, 
two soldiers were killed by the mob, 
m ny others laid up so badly that they 
Had to be sent to tho hospital ou accouut 
of broken heads and limbs, aud much 
damage done, besides, by stones hurlcJ 
through the windows of houses of citi- 
eus. 

"We had a very narrow escape,” said 
Mr. Jacques ia couclusiou, “and 1 would 
certainly advise Americau travellers iu 
Italy to keep within doors on Labor Day. 
1 am not inclined to the opinion that we 
were assaulted simply because we were 
Americans, but rathe as pel so os who 
were eujoyiug a privilege that the mem- 
bers of the mob were denied, that of a 
drive behind a good pair of horses for 
mere pleasure. The Forontiues who 
drove out in carriages also provoked the 
wrath of the mob, made up of meu whose 
socialistic tendencies taught them to 
hate everybody who enjoyed any real 
comfort iu life. It is a fact, that Ameri- 
cau travellers iu Italy have been auuoyrd 
a great deal since the New Orleans affair 
and largely because the matter has beeu 
very much exaggerated by some of tho 
scheming Italian politician*. There has 
beeu a good deal of lynch talk directed 
toward Americans, aud the American 
consul is unwilling to vouch for the se- 
curity of Uucle .Sam's proteges who are 
travelling through Italy. 

"The labor difficulties iu Italy are be- 
coming more serious. The quiet city of 
Floretice, us it has beeu termed, was 
crowded with soldiers for 10 days fol- 
lowing the Labor Day demonstrations; 
aud the authorities refused to release 
even oue company of the militia iu re- 
spouse to the summous for assistance 
from Verona. 

"I learned from a gentleman represent- 
ing Minister Porter that 30 arrests had 
been made of persons concerned iu the 
assault upon my daughter aud myself. 
My deposition of the affair was taken 
and submitted to the authorities, but 1 
do not yet know what punishment was 
meted out to the miscreants. 1 intend 
to find out uow that 1 have arrived 
home. There was an evident iutoutiou 
• i the pai l of the Italian au booties to 
bring the guilty parties before the bar of 
justice, "and, for the sake of greater safe- 
tv for respectable foreign travellers iu 
the future, it seems to me that they 
should be dealt with severely. The mob’s 
intent to murder us was fullv demon 
stiated, aud our escape was fortunate. 
Oue thiug that 1 regretted exceedingly 
was the arrest of our coachuiau, whose 
courage aud devotiou brought us fiually

It was unfortunate for ex-Hepreaontn- 
tive Snmnol W. McCall of Winchester 
that ho was on the uonmiittee of ar* 
raugetncnta for the big banquet to ex- 
rresidcnt Cleveland at Sandwich, Satur- 
day. If ho had not been he might now 
liavo been tho chairman of the committee 
on resolutions of the Republican state 
convention. It is a fact that the stato 
committeo had agreed upon Mr. McCall 
as chairman of that committeo. He was 
looked upon as a man of breadth of view 
and epigrammatic diction and most 
thoroughly fitted for the position. But 
when it became known that the gentle- 
man from Winchester was in that wicked 
Cleveland plot— that democratic “trap” 
set to catch unwary Republicans— there 
was a storm discerned iu the horizon, and 
when it burst n flash ot political ligLt- 
niug smashed that stato convention slate 
into infinitesimal fragments. The slate 
did uot contain the name of Mr. McCall 
at all wlieu it was made up. Probably 
the stato committee feared the designing 
Democrats of Cape Cod might corrupt 
the political principles of Mr. McCall, and 
that if elected chairmau of the commit- 
tee on resolutions he might dovetail a 
tariff reform plank into the Republican 

S latform, and declare tho “force” bill a 
ead. issuei which it wns not policy to 
resurreot. There is a great deal of com- 
ment over the matter, and Republicans 
geuerally condemn the action of the 
state committee as the smallest of small 
politics. ■

Is it uot bet- 
ter for your own son, if you be a rich 
man, that he avoid this lifeless, conven- 
tional boy of fashion; and find a play- 
mate iu the bright, hearty, it may be 
rough boy from the middle class or from 
the home of poverty?— From a “Remedy 
for American Philistinism,” by Charles 
Lewis Slattery, in New England Maga- 
zine for Au gust.

Tho Temple of the Revolution. 

Not everyone will understand what is 
meant by the locuting of the site of the 
Temple of the Revolution at Newburg 
on the Hudson. When the American 
army was cantoned near Newburg in 
1783 there was deep discontent among 
both officers and men because they could 
not get their pay. On March 11, 1783, 
a circular was secretly distributed in or- 
der to bring about a somewhat seditious 
meeting at what was called a temple, a 
little log building newly erected there. 
General Gates was thought to be at the 
bottom of the movement, by which it 
was intended that the army should 
arouse the fears of congress and tho peo- 
ple and thus get better treatment. The 
meeting was fully attended, and Wash- 
ington made an address so patriotic and 
firm in behalf of patience and loyalty 
that the result was a series of resolutions 
promising all that Washington had 
counseled.— New York Sun.

Work on the Sewers is progressing very 
fairly now, and fourteen gangs of men are 
at work at as many different excavations. 
Washington street is being dug up in three 
places, and Brighton hill from Park street 
to Waverly avenue has for some days been 
impassable for teams. Park street is dug 
up in two places, and men are still at work 
on Nonantum street. Excavations are al- 
so being made on Brook street, Church, 
Crescent, Crafts, Walnut and Austin streets 
and Highland avenue. 

Two gangs of men are at work connect- 
ing houses with the sewers, and in some 
cases they encounter ledges which have to 
be blasted, making the work one of some 
difficulty. 


A Lodge- Barrett Interview. 

[Washington Letter to N. Y. World.] 

The old-time . Republican politicians of 
Massachusetts are in a state of uncomfort- 
able anxiety over what they call the ‘cheek* 
of Speaker W. E. Bi.rrett of the Massachu- 
setts House of Rapresentatlves, who is a 
candidate for the republican nomination 
for governor. Barrett is of the younger 
school of politicians, and while not richly 
endowed witli intellectual qualities, has in- 
born political shrewdness aud appalling 
self-confidence. Through these he has 
managed to get control of the active politi- 
cal forces in his own party in the state, and 
the old stiff-back republicans view with 
horror and alarm the probability that he 
will secure the gubernatorial nomination 
which he is seeking. It will be a hard fight 
this fall, aud the nomination of Barrett 
would seriously handicap the party. 

Under these circumstances Henry Cabot 
Lodge was sent to Barrett to induce him to 
pull off. Mr. Lodge explained the situa- 
tion, saying that as Barrett was a young 
man lie could afford to wait in the matter 
of the governorship, and in the mean time 
they would see that he was not relegated to 
the background' This did not make much 
impression on Speaker Barrett and finally 
Mr. Lodge made a direct proposition to 
him. "If you will withdraw your name as 
a candidate for governor,” said he to Mr. 
Barrett, "we will send you to Congress at 
the next election.” "House or Senate,” 
inquired the undisturbed Barrett. I re- 
ferred to the House,” replied Mr. Lodge, 
for the first time realizing the full scope of 
Barrett’s ambition. "Oh, no,” asid the 
latter. "None of your low-<lown congress- 
men forme. If I conclude to go to Wash- 
ington in ’93, I think the United States 
Senate is about my size.” As Mr. Lodge is 
one of the “low-down congressmen” Tiim- 
self, and also a caudidate for the United 
States Senate, he concluded after this dec- 
laration that it was no use to appeal fur- 
ther to Speaker Barrett’s modesty.
